CARACAS, Dec. 13—{By South 
American Cable.) The following details 
of the capture of the Venezuelan ves- 
sels at La Guayra Tuesday by the An- 
glo-German forces have reached here: 

At 4 o'clock Tuesday afternoon thir- 
teen boats manned by 240 British and 
German seamen, and towed by two 
steam launches, without giving any 
notification af their intention to the 
Venezuelan authorities, entered the 
harbor of La Guayra and ‘proceeded to 
the docks. The German contingent, be- 
longing to the cruisers, Vineta and 
Falk, went on boafd the Margarita, for- 
merly the torpedo boat, Rayo, which 
was given to Venezuela by Ecuador, 
and with revolvers in hand, compelled 
the men who were occupied in repair- 
ing her .to abandon ship. The German 
seamen smashed the torpedo tubes, 
the compass and the machinery, and 
left the Margarita in the dock in this 
disabled condition. 

The Germans afterward boarded the 
Ossun, a freight steamer belonging to a 
Frenchman, and chartered by the gov- 
ernment for the transportation of 
troops, and ordered the few sallors on 
board to quit the vessel, which they 
did without making any resistance.

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ROPOSED AMENDMENT 
TO THE CONSTITUTION. 


IT CAUSES EXCITEMENT IN THE 
MEXICAN CONGRESS. 


—_—-- 


_Former Struggles With Clericals—An 
Effective Speech by Mr. Mateos—Ship- 
ping Trust Blamed for Depreciation 
of Silver—Other Mexican’ :-atters. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 4.—last 
Thursday a wide ripple of excite- 
“gent was caused in Congress bj 
en attempt to create an amendmen 
to the Federal Constitution in benefit 
of the Roman Catholic Church. One of 
the speakers, a pro-clerical, attempted 
to give a certain interpretation to 
Article XVI, section 2, of the Organic 
Statute of December 10, 1874, which is 

a cormstitutional amendment to the 
Federal Constitution of Feb- 
ruary 5, 1857. The Federal Constitu- 
tion is a thing that is most sacred (o 
every patriotic Mexican. It was the 
result of Mexican independence from 
Spanish control, proclaimed on Sep- 
temper 16, 1810, and con mated on 
September 27, 1821. This struggle 
against the mother land was followed 
by thirty-three years of internecine 
etrife, between rival factions that 
strove to control the country. The 
Spaniards had given back Mexico to 
its rightful owners, but among the 
creole eiement arose Iturbice, of Span- 
igh origin, but truly Mexican on 
espousing the revolutionary cause, and 
for a time he maintained a seif-estab- 
lished imperial rule over the colocics. 
On his downfall a coastitutional form 
of government was inaugurated. ‘Tne 
Constitution was mooted at a meeiing 
held at Ayutla on March 1, 1854. 

Another meeting was held at Aca- 

leo, ten days later, and under what 

known in Mexican history as the 
Proclamation of Ayutia the nation was, 
on October 17, 1855, created as a popu- 
lar, representative and democrati¢ re- 
public, and the substitute President of 
the Republic, Ignacio Comonfor,, is- 
sued on February 12, 1857, the supreme 
Constitution. This great instrument is 
based, in original, in its greater part, 
on the Constitution of the United States 
of 1788, the successful] struggle of the 
Americans against the mother coun- 
try always having served to inspire the 

cans. 

The Constitution of 4857, 
born in vivouac, among the mountains 
of Guertoio, was cradied iy blood. It 
Was toyed with by the timid Comon- 
fort, violated by the ambitious Santa 
Amna, carried by the faithful and he- 
rote Juarez as the Ark of Promise, in 
his fugitive flights to Vera Cruz, Fl 
Paso and New Orleans, until, with 
final conquest over foreign and native 
foe, came the crowning of its resplend- 
ent mission. It ie no wonder that this 
eacred jetter of liberties is so dear to 


the Mexican heart. 


The Constitution is especially explicit 
fn its declaration of the absolute sepa- 
-Yation of church and State, and imci- 
dentally it may be added that, histor- 
ically and financially, that is a touch- 
stone. Even -during the period of 
Spanish control, the Spanish monarchs 
,were obliged to take action in Mexico 
against the saddle-vaulting ambition 
of certain high ecclesiastical function- 
aries. Charles Ill expelled the Jesuits, 
and in 1817 Viceroy Apodaca forbade 
Spanish orders to enter Mexico. He 
had been preceded in power by Arch- 
bishop Francisco Javier de Lizana, one 
of the few ecclesiastics who reached 
viceregal eminence in this countrty. 
, Upon the consummation of the in- 
Gependence of Mexico, the national 
government met with the same opposi- 
tion. The church had accumulated im- 
mense rties, valued at $200,000,090 
at that time, which have since doubled 
in value, whose annual revenue was 
$20,000,000; these properties, consisting 
of churches and monasteries, located in 
the choicest portions of cities and towns 
‘all over the republic. They held them, 
as if in feudal fief, and none were bold 
enough to break the mesmeric control, 
until Juarez decreed the secularization 
of all church properties. Then followed 
the conflict between civil and religious 
parties, during which time the famous 
ten years of reform campaign almost 
sapped the vitality of the country. 
Out of that condition grew what is 
m as the Liberal party, of which 
Gen. Diaz is today the chief. It at- 
tacked abuses and fanatica! extremes, 
but left untouched the religion of Christ 
wherever humbly consistently 
practiced. Comonfort decreed the lib- 
erty of worship, and the establishment 
of the civil register, but his imperfect 
methods were supplemented by the 
great Juarez, who decreed the separa- 
(tien of church and State, the nationai- 
‘fzation of the church properties, the 
secularization of cemeteries, the liberty 
of education, free marriage, and an 
open civil register, as wel! as the sup- 
preasion of religious and monastic or- 
ders. priests were forbidden to 
wear their robes outside of the temples, 
These Constitutional amendments, 
promulgated by Juarez, were enacted 
fn 1874 by President Lerdo de Tajada, 


and they are the creed of the Liberal) 


party, the only party in Mexico. Arti- 
cle XVI, section 2, of the Constitutional] 
Amendment of 1874, to which I referred 
in the first lines of this letter, reads as 
follows: 

“The direct ownership of the 
churches, which, under the law of July 
12, 1859, were nationalized, and which 
were left for the. services of the 
Catholic church, as well as the direct 
ownership of churches in future 

ted thus for the use of other re- 
ous institutions, shall continue to 
be vested in the nation: however, until 
the consolidation of’ the properties is 
decreed, their exclusive use, preserva- 
tion amd improvement shall be on ac- 
count of the religious institutions’ to 
which they may have been granted. 

When the attempt was made to in- 
troduce a‘ precedent last Thursday to 
the effect that, as the church had in 
certain cases kept up the properties and 
improved them, they had inherent right 
thereto, Juan A. Matos, one of the finest 
#peakers in Congress, a2 man who has 
euffered and striven in the ranks of 
the Liberal party, jumped to his feet 
and called down the motion. He made 
a@ telling speech, and Finance Minis- 
ter Limantour, who was present, after- 
ward camplimented him. The motion 
died in its own cradle. Mr. Matos told 
‘me that day that the government was 
in absolute control ‘of all the church 
properties thus loaned to them, and at 
any time could take possession thereof, 
and turn the buildings into offices, 
Even the mam- 
_™oth cathedral of this capital, bullt on 

the site of the chief teocalli or temple 
of the Aztec, ts the sole property of 
the Mexican government, and the Cath- 
olic church holds it by suffrage and 
- does not pay a cent of rental. This ca- 
thedral was commenced jn 1573. and 
finished tn 1667, and cost $2,000,900. tn- 
dependent of the serf labor of hundreds 
of Aztecs In its construc- 
on.

The rate of 
discount had reached the fantastic fig- 
ure of 18 to 20 per cent. on short-time 
paper, and the credit of many ple 
was threatened. Therefore, the banks 
were obliged to sell silver in order to 
recoup some gold. This condition was 
heightened by the fact that large trust 


monopolist, Pierpont Morgan. It 
seems incrédible that a business con- 
Solidation such as the shipping trust, 


ested, should have stirred our mar- 
ket. ‘But that has evidently been one 
of the results of the Morgan coup. 
Whenever one of these large monopolis- 
tic concerns jis started, more money 
is necessarily subscribed than 
strictly requisite for the undertaking, 
and the door is left open to specula- 
tion. When the Pacific Railway was 
financed, to take in secondary lines, 
shares in a few weeks rose from $10 
to the syndicate valuation of $200. 
The same thing has occurred in con- 
nection with the organization of. the 
shipping trust, and it became neces- 
Sary, in a very short time, to sub- 
scribe a heavy capitalization, to meet 
obligations in Europe. This export 
of money, and at a time that the 
American banks were making their 
annual remittances to the farmers or 
to South «America. or’ elsewhere, 
brought abewg.a ¥Ecarcity of money, 
and with it the train of discordant cir- 
cumstances from which Mexico has so 
severely suffered.

He is one of the oldest German 
residents of the City of Mexico, and 
has for many years carried on a 
banking and importing business here. 


clear and honest career have won 
him a high place in the community. He 
is also on the board of directors . of 
the National Bank of Mexico, the g€ov- 
érnment bank, and this rives signifi- 
cance to his interview. His remark- 
able perspicacity is recognized among 
bankers, and even acknowledged by 
those who do not agree with him in 
matters of financing. Twelve years 
ago Mr. Struck made remarkable 
prophecy that_has been realized in the 
present condition of silver in Mexico. 
He analyzed the conditions leading to 
the depreciation of silver, and his ar- 
ticles, then published in the Mexican 
Financier, and which at Ahe time at- 
tracted considerable attention here and 
abroad, have turned out to be prophecy 
fulfilled. His utterances concerning 
the placing of Mexico on a gold basis, 
are therefore regarded as prophetic, 
the more so, as a dozen years have 
passed, adding to his wonderful fund 
of experience and keen observation. 
Mr. Struck represents here a number 
of American and British capitalists, 
who have confided to him large ven- 
tures. He is a type of the best kind 
of German bankers, and merchants, 
conservative, yet progressive within 
safe limits. His success has «been 
won by adherence to non-speculative 
methods, and to business foresight 
and enferprise, united to transparent 
honesty. None of the silver men have 
published interviews on their side of 
the controversy. 


Mrs. Zelia Nuttall, the well-known 
archeologist, who has been identified 
with the progress of the University 
of California, and who recently at- 
tended the Congress of Americanists at 
New York, has arrived here with 
her daughter, Miss Nadine, and the 
family have gone out to Coyoacan, to 
take up their winter residence. The 
property which Mrs. Nuttall acquired 
is one of the most ancient buildings put 
up by the Spanish conquistadores, the 
old home of Pedro Alvarado. Al- 
varado was possibly the handsomest 
cavalier in the cortége of Cortez, tall, 
athletic, reckless. His hair long and 
yellow, flowed freely about his shoul- 
ders, his beard falling in full ringlets 
on his chest. It was yellow as the gold 
of Mexico he hunted so fiercely. His 
fair face and clear blue eyes, pe- 
ecullar, even in the sunny Estramadura 
that gave him birth, gave him that 
‘charming and lightsome expression 
that caused the Aztecs to call him 
Tonitiuh, Child of the Sun. 

His home, now occupied by Mrs. Nut- 
tall, clearly colonial, and a most 
charming place in which to study Mex- 
ican history and archeology. Among 
other marks of attention paid this dis- 
tinguished lady, is the proposed pres- 
entation to her, by Col. Antonio Ca- 
rrion, the Mexican bibliograph and an- 
tiquarian, of a manuscript description 
of the ancient City of Mexico at the 
time of the Spanish conquest. Col. Ca- 
rrion has prepared this unique work 
with great care, and the labor involved 
must have been immense. It is all in 
manuscript, and the typographical] 
work is very delicate and beautiful, in- 
cluding colored pictures made by hime 
self, for he is an artist as well. There 
are illewminated headlines and dainty 
vignettes, all in typical colors. 

The manuscript, bound in ribbons and 
done in leather covers, shows the topo- 
graphical situation of the two repu?- 
lics of Mexico, Tenochtitlan and Tialte- 
lolco, as they were then styled, the 
two provinces lying side by side where 
now stands the city of Mexico. One 
of the plans is that of the City of Mex- 
ico, in» 1555, cut into the four wards 
established by the. Aztecs, and which 
were named: Teopan (Temple of the 
Sun.) located in what is now the San 
Pablo district of the capital; Movyotla 
(teeth of mosquitos,) Cuepopan (pimce 
of the flag.) round Santa Maria suburb, 
and Aztacoalco (water sluice,) at San 
Sebastian. Then there is a plan of 
Tialteloico, out in the direction of San- 
tiago, where is located the railroad cus- 
toms office. There is a great analogy 
between the Aztec and Sanscrit lan- 
guages, as some of-—the derivates will 
indicate. Col. Carrion further explains 
the etymology of the names: Tenoch- 
tit'an (stone with cactus on top,) re- 
ferring to the poetic cescription of the 
founding of Mexico City, in the year 
1325: and Tilaltelolco (place of the 
burned ball.) 


Prof. W. J. McGee, the famous eth- 
nologist and anthropologist, in charge 
of the United States Bureau of Eth- 
nology at Washington, D. C., is in the 
city. He has come to consult with Prof. 
Alfredo Chavero, appointee of the Mex- 
jean government, in relation to the 
study of the aboriginal remains and 
relics of the American countries.

GERMANY'S ULTIMATUM. 

Baralt, Minister of Foreign Affairs: 
To His Excellency, Sefior Lopez, 

CARACAS, Dec. 7, 1902.—Mr. Minis- 
ter: In the name of the government of 
His Majesty, the German Emperor, I 
have the honor to make the following 
communication to the government of 
Venezuela: 

The imperial government has been 
fully informed of the note of the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs of Veneuzela, 
dated the Sth of May last. In that 
note the Venezuelan government re- 
fused the demands of the imperial gov- 
ernment relative to the payment of 
German claims arising out of the civil 
wars of 1898 to 1900, and to’ support 
their refusal referred to arguments al- 
ready put forward. The imperial gov-' 
ernment, even ter examining those 
arguments anew, do not think they 
can consider them satisfactory. The 
government ofithe republic argues, in 
the first place, that, owing to the in- 
terior legislation of the country, it is 
not possible to arrange the claims of 
foreigners arising from the wars by 
the diplomatic course, thus assertias 
the doctrine that diplomatic interven- 
tion is excluded by interior legislation, 
That doctrine is not ir conformity with 
international law, since the question 
of judging whether such intervention 
is allmissible must appreciated, not 
according to the spositions of the 
interior legislation, but in accordance 
with the principles of international 
law. The Venezuelan government, 
‘with the object of making a demon- 
stration of diplomatic defense, claims 
that this is inadmissible, and relies 
on the twentieth article of the treaty 
of amity. commerce and _navigation 
between the imperial government and 
the republic of Colombia of the 23d of 
July, 1892. This argument is wanting 
in efficiency, Iret, because the treaty 
is valid only :between the German em- 
pire and Colombia, and because section 
of said article puts no obstacle in the 
way of a diplomatic defense against 
German claims arising out of acts com- 
mitted by the Celombian government or 
its organs. IAkewise, the affirmations 
of the Venezuelan government are not 
correct, that foreign claims consequent 
on Venezueian civil wars have never 
been arranged by diplomatic course, 
because like arrangements were con- 
cluded with France in 1885, and 
with Spain in 1898; also a formal 
agreeemnt was signed on the 6th of 
February, 1896, between the German 
Minister at Caracas and the Vene- 
zuelan Minister at the order of their 
respective governments for the ar- 
rangement of the German claims conse- 
quent on the civil war of 1892. 

Nor can importance be given to the 
other objection of: the nezuelan gov- 
ernment, that dipiomath® defense of the 
present claims is inadmissible, because 
an adequate road to settlement 
open by the decree of the 24th of 
January, 1901, sinve the. proceedings 
provided for by the decree do not 
constitute a guaranty for a just solu- 
tion of those -claims. 

As has been repeatedly said to the 
Venezuelan government, firstly, claims 
anterior to the 234 of May,’ 1899 (which 
is the date of the rising headed = by 
the present President of the républic,) 
aré excluded, while Venezuela will 
naturally have to answer for the acts 
in forming governments; secondly, all 
diplomatic intervention against revo- 
lutions or by commission, we must ex- 
clude, appeal to the Federal high 
court alone being permitted. In spite 
of this, however, as has been seen, 
there were some cases where judicial 
employés depended on the Venezuelan 
government, and when occasion has 
arisen, they have been deprived of 
their offices without -formality. 
Finally, the payment of any claims 
which a commission might allow was 
to be effected with certificates of a 
new debt of the revolution, to be 
ereated for that purpose, which, from 
what has been seen Wtherto, would 
scarcely have value. In fact, the pro- 
cedure employed by the Venezuelan 
government has not led to a satisfac- 
tory solution of the claims. In par- 
ticular. the few German claims which 
would be presented to the committee 
have been, in part, unseemly refused: 
in part reduced, evidently in an ar- 
bitrary manner, and even the recog- 
nized claims have not been paid, but 
the injured parties have been asked 
to submit to a project of law to be 
submitted to Congress.” After the fai!- 
ure of several attempts to induce the 
government of the republic to modify 
the decree in said points, the imperial 
fovernment had been obliged itself to 
@xarmine its subjects’ claitas and imme- 
diately present to the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment those which were foand jus- 
tified. It is true that afterward the 
Venezuelan government raised the 
possibility of obtaining a favorable 
solution by Congress, but the law 
which was sanctioned by Congress at 
the beginning of the year only repeats 
the Insufficient provisions of the decree 
of the 24th of January, 1901. Be- 
sides, it only comprises claims which 
could not be duly presented to a com- 
mission. 
Afterward the Venezuelan govern- 
ment conducted its correspondence in 
an almost offensive tone, and finally 
published the notes referred to, among 
which were some marked ‘confiden- 
tial.” without the consent of the !m- 
perial government, accompanying them 
with a memorandum couched in of- 
fensive terms. id 

In spite of the sincerity of the desire 
which animates the imperial govern- 
ment to maintain existing good Tela- 
tions with Venezuela. and aithough 
far from desiring not the respect the 
sovereignty of ‘the republic or to tIn- 
termeddle in its interior institutions, 
{ft can only see in the proceedings em- 
ployed bythe Venezuelan government 
an intentfon to deny to the German 
claims the settlement due them in con- 


formity with international law. It 
therefore believes itse)f compelled to

CASTRO’S REPLY. 


REFUSAL TO YIELD. 
‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) -

“This plan by no means has been 
given up, but on account of Creat 
Britain and Germany's action, all ne- 
gotiations to this end at present are 
at a standstill. Unless matters go to 
further extremities in Venezuela, set- 
tlement upon such basis as the forego- 
ing {s still possible. The British and 
German creditors of Venezuela must 
eventually rely upon some financial 
arrangement as the only method of ge:- 
ting their money.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Referring to 
the Anglo-German intervention in 
Venezuela, the Buenos Ayres corres- 
Spondent of the Herald says all the 
hewspapers there see in it a danger 
for all South American republics, as 
it tends to establish a precedent en- 
dangering their sovereignty. The gen- 
eral opinion is that the investment of 
foreign capital, though desirable for 
the development of the countries, can- 
not give foreigners special rights. Some 
papers compare actual intervention 
with recent events in China. _ 

The Prenza gays: “The ‘Angio-Ger- 
man military action has violated the 
rights and disregards the sovereignty 
of South American republics.” It adds 
that the German claims as a public 
debt are without precedent in the his- 
tory of South America. The Prenza 
attributes the whole affair to European 
imperialists who are inspired with hos- 
tile intentions against the increasing 
influence of the United States, and 
urges South American diplowats to 
watch developments. 

A dispatch to the Herald from Val- 
paraiso says the press there does not 
generally comment on the _=§ situation. 
The Mercurio, however, editorially 
supports the Anglo-German interven- 
tion apa praises the United States’ at- 
titude® It laments the failure of some 
South American republics to meet for- 
eign obligations. The people are indif- 
ferent regarding the Venezuelan situ- 
ation. 

“The Monroe doctrine cannot be con- 
sidered as affected by this question,” 
says La Union, “if we give faith to 
Lord Cranborne’s declarations. Anglo- 
German intervention would be justifia- 
ble if President Castro’s declarations 
are true. Intervention is not accept- 
able, anyway. With a better willing- 
ness on the part of England and Ger- 
many, we think it not i ssible that 
a peaceful recourse would have n 


found. Intervention is a_ precedent 
which may morally prejudice the re- 
lations between Europe and South 


America, bringing distrust. It is 
doubtful whether intervention would 
be practically advantageous to the in- 
tervenors. European nations are not 
to be deprived of the friendship of 
South Americans. Intervention is only 
the last recourse. This sort of politics 
will be looked upon favorable by weak 
nations like those of South America.” 

The Herald's Lima (Peru) corre- 
spondent says the authorities there 
are astonished at the sinking of the 
Venezuelan fleet by the ailles, and 
thinks that the Washington govern- 
ment will finally be obliged to settle 
the question. 

The government organ at Rio Ja- 
neiro declares, according to a Herald 
dispatch, that Anglo-German action 
tends to modify the relations between 
Europe and America, and that the firm 
and noble attitude of President Castro 
cannot but be admired by all true 
Americans. 

In Panama, says the Herald corre- 
spondent, the forcible seizure and use- 
less sinking of the Venezuelan gun- 
boats has caused great excitement and 
indignation, and has made an unpleas- 
ant impression upon Colombians in 
general, and isthmians in particular, 
who are opposed to the coercive meth- 
ods of icuropean governments. 

ECUADORANS PROTEST.

GUAYAQUIL (Ecuador) Dec. 13.— 
The newspapers here protest at the ac- 
tion taken by Germany and Graat 
Britain against Venezuela, especially 
the reported sinking of the Venezuelan 
vessels.

John Van Horne. 


LOUISVILLE, Dec. 13.—John Van 
Horne, former vice-president of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
died at his home in Pewee Alley, a 
suburb of Louisville, this afternoon.

A dispatch rom Paris des¢ribes a 
new system of railway traveling soon 
to be introduced in France.

It will travel sixty-two 
miles an hour. The carriages will take 
forty passengers each, as well as 
luggage, and a lavatory and bar will 
be provided. 

The Chicago health department has 
put a steam trip-hammer out of com- 
mission, in the hope of saving a girl's 
life.

Attempt of Labor Unionists to Oust 
the Faithful Workmen of “The Times” 
as Viewed in Missouri. 


[Sedalia (Mo.) Bazoo, Dec, 9.] The 
Los Angeles Timessis considered one 
of the most prosperous and influential 
journals of the Pacific Coast. It em- 
ploys about seventy printers, who be- 
long to the Primters’ Protective Fra- 
ternity, a regular labor organization, 
which has considerable strength in 
some parts of the country. This or- 
ganization believes in allowing the 
proprietors of printing establishments 
to have a voice in the management of 
their, business; hence the Nationa! 
Typographical Union desire to oust 
the “fraternity” to the end that dyna- 
mite or other coercive methods can 
be resorted to in the management of 
The Times. 

The manager of The Times demurs 
to this, because its employés are faith- 
ful, competent and contented. 

The National Typographical Union 
in convention assembled at Cincin- 
nati in August last, adopted a resolu- 
tion to assess every member of its or- 
ganization & cents per month for one 
year to fight The Times’ employés. 

This resolution will be submitted to 
a referendum vote this month, and, if 
adopted, which is probable, 40,000 mem- 


bers, the number of the 
Ty Unic will contribute 
6 cents per nth for one yesrnot 
against The Times, but against its 


faithful workmen. | 

It is a fight to oust the Printers’ 
Protective Fraternity from their si- 
tions on The Timas, that typogren ical 
union men may occupy the rative 
situations. 

The typographical union propose to 
spend $2000 per month, or $24,000 in 
a year, to coerce these people to sur- 
render their positions—persecute The 
Times to <r it to displace its 
present contefited employés to 
on a parcel of meddlers.

The mask isa favorite 
pastime of beauty doctors, and they al- 
ways declare that it and everything 
else they use is “perfectly harmless.” 
Bless you! they once knew somebody 
who used to eat it! [They don’t tell 
you where the post mortem was held.] 
As a matter of fact, it is not the mask 
proper that does the killing. That 
may be harmless enough. The danger 
lies in the innocent-looking fluid 
which is injected into the skin before 
the mask is applied—the soft face wash 
“that wouldn’t hurt a baby 2 hours 
old.” This liquid is generally arsenic, 
sometimes corrosive sublimate, both 
as deadly poisons as are made. Neither 
is a permanent bleach. They whiten 
the skin pro tem. by lessening the cir- 
culation. If the patient has a weak 
heart they probably stop the circula- 
tion altogether and translate her to a 
ghostly sphere where complexions 
cease from troubling and waist bands 
are at rest. If she has a strong con- 
stitution and lives through the treat- 
ments her system gradually becomes 
depleted, her skin grows ashen and 
flabby and she is anything but a thing 
of beauty and a joy forever. 


FATAL EFFECTS. 


In the last year or so there have been 
two instances of deaths resulting from 
the poisoned mask treatment, one in 
San Francisco and the other in Oak- 
land. The beauty doctor also gives 
tablets to be swallowed. The tablets 
contain arsenic. More skin disenses 
and disfigurations have resulted from 
beauty doctoring than a regiment of 
Mme. Zazgas could cure. Creams, made 
generally of animal fats and poisons, 
are absorbed by the delicate fiber of 
the skin.

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EUROPE IN THREE DAYS. 
By Using Oil as a Fuel Vessels Can 


[Pittsburgh Leader:} “If the Atlantic 
Ocean is ever to be crossed in three 
days—and many there are who think 
such 2 record its not far in the future— 
oil will have to be the fuel employed,” 
said a prominent official in one of the 
big steamship companies yesterday. 

Then he proceeded to explain this 
statement: 

“The genera! public does not under- 
stand the reason why we do not cross 
the ocean in quicker time. It is not 
because we cannot devise machinery 
fecapable of pushing vessels much 
more rapidly, but because we ctannot 
profitably carry eccal-enough to run 
euch high-power machines. Nor is this 
due to the cost of the coal. That hag 
little or nothing to de with it. It its 
due to the velue of the spece which 
the coal takes rm. It is because loco- 
motives caz bo coaled, if necessary, at 
every stop. and are, therefore, not 
forced to give space or power t> carry- 
ing great quantities of fvel that they 
¢an be run at sixty m an hour. 
Such speed would be utterly out of the 
question if they were obliged to start 
with enough fuel to keep them going 
for 3000 miles. which itis a little less 
than the average length of the trans- 
Atlantic trip. 

“Even if ships of a tonnage stfficient 
to carry such vast quantities of fuel. 
were practical of construction, they 
would not be practical of navigation, 
for the harbors, world have not 
en ces sufficient admit 
great draught wauld be 
gary to carry cafgoes sb tremendous 

t fuél supply would make 
them added to the tonnage of enough 
merchandise to make the voyages 
profitable. 

“For this reason alone the big steam- 
ship owners long ago realized that be- 
fore any great additions to trans-At- 
lantic speed were possible, it would 
be necessary to find some new means 
of generating force. Electricity was 
considered and quickly abandoned. 
Then came the possibility of using 
a lighter, or more compact fuel. Pe- 
troleum at Once suggested itzelf to the 
mind of Clement A. Griscom, but it 
was quickly realized that if it proved 
practical on one line other lines would 
take it up and the world’s supply then 
in sight would quickly be exhausted. 
or so increased in price as to make its 
use impracticable. But this situation 
has been wholly changed by the dis- 
covery of new oll fields in Texas, Cali- 
fornia and Russia, and at last Mr. 
Griscom’s dream is being realized, for 
ocean-going vessels are carrying on 
numerous experiments with oi] as a 
fuel with more or less success. And I 
predict that, if the measure of success 
already attained keeps up for a few 
years more, at the end of that time 
we will have liners, using 
petroleum as fuel, leaping 
Atlantic in three days.”

FOR UNCLE SAM’S NAVY. 


Lieut. Morton, U.S.N., Will Begin Re- 
cruiting at Armory Tomorrow—Men 
and Boys Wanted. 

Recruiting offices for the United 
States Navy will be opened at the 
Armory tomorrow morning Lieut. 
J. P. Morton, U.S.N. With bim are 
Dr. Milton Elliott and Fred Joseph- 
son, chief master-at-arms. Lieut. 
Morton is winding up a year's recruit- 
ing, in which he has visited most of 
the Western States, and has enlisted 
over 1400 men. 

Only four days will be spent here 
and in that time the recruiting officers 
hope to enlist at leasi forty men and 
boys. Boys between 15 and 17 years 
of age, are wanted as apprentices. 
They will be sent to the § training 
school at San Francisco, where’ they 
will be enabled to finish their common 
school education, and will receive $9 
a month, and rations for eight months. 
After this apprenticeship they will get 
$15 a month, and promotion, and _in- 
creaseid pay thereafter, according to 
their abilities. An admiral’s rank is 
within reach of any young man who 
enlists in the navy, depending, of 
course, on his ability. if they wish 
to, they may go to Washington and 
learn electgicity and submarine div- 
ing. 

Uncle Sam also wants.a number of 
landsmen, between 18 and 25 years of 
age, who will be trained fpr petty of- 
ficés and general sea service. These 
may becOme electricians, mechanics, 
carpenters, etc.,, with pag ranging from. 
$1000 to $2500 @ year as a reward. 
These men will receive $16 a month for 
the first eight months, and then $19 
until they deserve promotion. Stehog- 
raphers are also wanted. These wil! 
receive from $30 to $60 a month * the 
start. 

After finishing his work here, Lieut. 
Morton will proceed to San Francisco 
to join the crew of the monitor Wyom- 
ing, which has just been ordered into 
service. 


The Daughter of Geronimo. 


Ol4 Geronimo, the fdimous Apache 
war chief, has a young deughter, who 
is now a pupil at the Mescalero Indian 
school in New Mexico. A large photo- 
graph of her was received in Wash- 
ington the other day, and. si now 
mounted on the desk of Col. J. H. 
Doertsch, the Chief of the Division of 
Education of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, to whom it was presented by 
Superintendent Carroll of the Mes- 
calero school. To the once flerce 


Apache warrior the young woman is: 


the “apple of his eye.” 

Her name is Lenna Geronimo. She 
is 13 years of age, and belongs to the 
Mescalero tribe of Apaches. The pho- 
tograph indicates that the blood of the 
old leader of the red men is coursing 
through her veins. Her face and 
high brow, her dignified pose, all bear- 
ing the earmarks of strength and 
force of will and character, point to a 
superior breeding. Her eyes are keen 
and her smooth, raven-black hair ‘s 
trained with an effect that would do 
credit to the most precise queen of the 
drawing-room.

ONTRACTORS VIEW 
OUTFALL SEWER OUTLET. 
BIDS FOR PREPARING PIPES 
OPENED TOMORROW. 
Present Unsatisfactory Condition Has 
Existed for Seven Years and Change 
Demanded by the Los Angeles-Pa- 
cific Railway Company Because of 
New Coast Line. 


A number of contractors took ad- 
Wantage of the special trip to the end 
of the outfall sewer yesterday in order 
to form their estimates on the work of 
iveplacing the old steel pipe that dis- 
‘charges the sewage into the ocean. 
Bids will be opened in the Council 
chamber tomorrow morning and it is 
expected that competition will be keen, 
as the prospect of big contracts to be 
let as goon as the $1,000,000 issue of 
‘gewer bonds is sold has led many to 
investigate this first work on the new 
outfall. 

Although the Evening Express edi- 
torially has given the City Engineer 
much gratuitous advice on the way in 
which he should rush into the breach 
‘In this emergency case with all the 
forces at his command, there appears 
’ to be no great cause for hurry. It is 
fow nearly seven years since the pipe 
was broken and filled with sand. Since 
then the sewage has beeh discharged 
from the broken end of the pipe*on a 
‘pand flat some little distance back from 
the ocean. On November 19 the City 
Engineer reported to the Council that 
plans were ready in his office, and the 
City Clerk was instructed to advertise 
for bids. The proceeding has been in 
every way regular. 

Owing to the use of sewage water 
fer irrigation, very little has ever 
reached the end of the big conduit, 
except in the winter months. There 
are no habitations in the immediate vi- 
cinity, and until the Los Angeles-Pa- 
cifie iiroad began to build east- 
ward from Playa del Ray no com- 

laints were made because of the 
een sewer. The coast road of this 
company will run glose to the shore, 
and the odors that arise from the sand 
flat would be offensive to passengers 
if conditions were not changed. Con- 
sequently the city has agreed to repair 
the outlet and the work will be done 
iin such manner that it will fit in with 
the plans of the City Engineer for the 
gravity conduit to the sea.

Sounds Like a Dime Novel—Her Dep- 
Osition Ringe With Tales of Police 
Raids and Counterfeiters’ Dens—Hill 
Was One of the King Pins of the 


This Is not the opening installment 
of “Gertrude, the Counterfeiter’s 
Bride; this is the story told in court 
yesterday by Mrs. Gertrude Driggs, 
when her deposition was taken by the 
lawyers, who oppose her sensational 
claims against the estate of the old 
miser, Charles Hill. 

Between yellow-hacked covers, with 
the picture of a stage beauty on the 
outside, this tale would be a howler.: 

It begins with a young girl, sent to 
prison for passing bogus money: that 
was Mrs. Driggs. The girl got out 
of prison and became the “house- 
keeper” of a notorious old counter- 
feiter, and married him only ten days 
before her baby was born. 

She wasted on the lawyers—who 
were more excited about the dates and 
| dry details, than anything else—a 
thrilling story of her life among a 
notorious gang“®f counterfeiters; told 
of the way they scattered like quail 
before the officers; described how they 
wandered and fiitted from place to 
place, dodging the law and were at 
last trapped and sent to prison. She 
told how she subsequently turned 
traitor to one of the counterfeiters and 
betrayed him te the officers. 

The old miser, Charles Hill, bobs up 
here and there in a fascinating way 
all through the story. 

First, she saw him at the den of the 
counterfeiters, and all the time her 
husband was in prison, Hill kept her 
supplied with money. One of the last 
times she saw him, she carried a note 
to him in Cincinnati, from her hus- 
band in Dayton, O., a brief note, 
telling him the officers were on the trail 
and to fiy. At that time, she 
claims that Hill was the custodian of 
the dies with which the counterfeiters 
made bogus coin, and the Civil Service 
men were driving them hard.

HERE LIES BELINDA. 


MANY ARE COUNTERFEITS. 
More Than Half the Silver Dollars in 
Use are Spurious—Startling Fact 
Drovght Out. 

{ew York World:] The statement 
was made at a meeting of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday by Francis 
©, Moore that of $0,000,000 silver dol- 
lars now in cireulation it is within the 
realm of possibility that not less than 
40,000,000 are counterfeit. 

Mr. Moore predicted this statement 
upon a report made to him. by the 
president of one of the leading banks 


in this city that of 350 silver dollars 


turned into the subtreasury by the 
institution of which he is the head no 
iess. than 170 were confiscated by the 
government as being counterfeit. 

Mr. Moore's remarkable statement 
came a5 a protest to the report of the 
Committee on Finance and Currency, 
to which had been referred the question 
of suggesting “measures: that would 
tend to provide against a money situa- 
tion such as we have had recently to 
deai with.” 


“I take exception,” said Mr. Moore, 


“to that portion of the report which 
Suggests that. the’ Secretary of the 
Treasury sNowid redeem all silver dol- 
lars now outstanding in gold. There 
are now outstanding about $80,000,000 
In silver cofn and $467,000,000 in silver 
certificates, while there is only $114,- 
060,000 in gold in the treasury with 
which to meet any demand made upon 
the Secretary of the Treasury for the 
recemption of the silver dollar. 

“I now come to another and, to my 
mind, most serious point. It is that of 
counterfeit money. We stand face to 
face with a situation that is a menace. 
A silver dollar can be made teday bya 
mechanic 2s well as the . government 
can make it. and in which he has only 
to put 38 cents’ worth of silver. The 
manufacture of counterfeit silver dol- 
lars is carried on in this country on a 
much larger scale — th is generally 
supposed. 

“Is net the temptation we offer the 
counterfeiter too great? It is not im- 
probable to believe that there are 40,- 
000,000 counterfeit silver dollars in- 
cluded in the number that we ask the 
Secretary of the Treasury to redeem in 
goid.”’

cuary the project was at a stand- 

still and [I seldom met Booth. For 
the first time my situation dawned 
upon me, and began to be felt deeply. 
Here I was without any kind of em- 
ployment, wandering from place to 
place in my idleness, making frequent 
visits to Baltimore, watched, no doubt, 
and my footsteps dogged by the gov- 
ernment detectives and spies, whd in 
various ways sought to obtain some 
clew as to my business and how en- 
gaged. This became insupportable, as | 
felt every eye was watching my move- 
ments, thereby making my position 
very insecure. 

After the Presidential election Booth 
worked energetically in the affair, and 
had completed al! his arrangements, 
s0 he informed O’Laughlin and myself. 
He was always busy and in motion, 
having very limited time to hold con- 
versation. | was unaware, even at this 
late date, that there were any others, 
beyond those spoken of before, who 
were connected with the affair. 

Prisoners were now being exchanged, 
and the purpose for which each had 
bound himself to the ‘other and for 
which months of labor and time had 
been expended, had been accomplished. 
Yet he still insisted upon carrying out 
the abduction. Patriotism had con- 
verged into heartless ambition on his 
part, and I looked upon him as a mad- 
man, and resolved, if the project were 
not speedily executed to sever my con- 
nection with him. 

Mr. Arnold next recites at length, 


fore Gleason, in 1867, of the meeting of 
the conspirators at Gotier’s saloon and 
there meeting for the first time Lewis 
Payne, George A. Aizérodt and David 
E. Herold, who, with Arnold, Booth, 
O’Laughliin and Surratt, made up the 
party of conspirators that gathered in 
the private parlor of the saloon to dis- 
cuss the abduction. Arnold says at this 
point that when Booth outlined the 
Plan his audience was seemingly 
carried away with his visionary ideas. 
Some few rem&rks of an objectionable 
character started a lengthy discussion. 
The fact that the suspicions of the gKOV- 
ernment had seemingly been aroused 
from the fact that double stockades 
were being erected at the bridge cross- 
ing the Eastern Branch, on the Prince 
Georges side of the river. which made 
the undertaking more difficult, even if 
+ toa crowned the efforts at the 
eater, was talked over, and Ar 
advanced the idea of the utter ieee 
ticability of the whole plan. 
SPELLBOUND BY BOOTH. 

He then says: I stood not alone, yet 
none seemed to consider it in its proper 
light, they being completely spellbound 
by the utterances of Booth, not look- 
ing at the consequences which would 
follow. After arguing to great length, 
in fact until the subject Became ex- 
hausted and before any reasonable de- 
cision could be arrived at or rendered, 
it culminated in a very exciting and 
violent controversy between Booth and 
myself. the others Silently looking on 
when Booth, in his rashness and mad- 
ness, finding that he could not swerve 
me from my purpose and,firm stand 
taken in the manner of its accom- 
plishment, threatened to shoot me, or 
words to that effect. pe 

At this time it looked very much as 
if the meeting would be dissolved. with 
serious consequences attending it, as 
two stubborn natures had mét, and 
one of as decided a character as the 
other when deeming the pozition as- 
sumed as right. However, it was 
finally settled and compromised with- 
out resorting to shooting, after which, 
in the presence of the entire company, 
I stated my determination and firm 
resolve to sever my connection with 
the affair in Case it was not carried out 
during the week, stating, also, “‘Gen- 
tlemen, you have naught to fear from 
me in the matter, as I never would be- 
tray you.” 

The resolve to attempt to carry off 
the President from. the hospital or en- 
campment on Seventh street, where 
the Chief Executive failed to appear 
after the conspirators had arrived on 
the scene on horseback, is déalt with 
again by Arnold at this point. The 
plan was to take the carriage of the 
President. and, all seated within ir, 
drive it around by way of Bladens- 
burg. thence through the lower coun- 
ties in the direction of Port Tobacco, 
cross the river at or near that point, 
and thence onward to Richmond. 

A QUIXOTIC UNDERTAKING. 

Commenting on this plan, Mr. Arnold 
says: The most quixotic and wWsionary 
undertaking that ever entered a sane 
man's brain. I looked upon him as de- 
mented, but made no objection, stating 


that we would be ready at the ap- 
pointed time. Of all the ideas exist- 
ing in a man’s brain, this was the 


most foolhardy ever advanced, and we 
concluded that it was done to try the 
nerve of his associates. We looked 
upon him as a madman, yet could offer 
no objection, from the fact that we had 
given our word to assist him in it dur- 
ing the week.

Payne and Arnold. rode 


and Booth and Surratt went on out 
the road. What became of Atzerodt I 
am unable to state, and Herold was not 
present, he having been sent to T. B, 
or Surrattsville with Booth's horsee and 
buggy. conveying the box containing 
the two carbines and other minor ar- 
ticles. About 8 o'clock that same even- 
ing O’Laughlin and myself met Booth 
and Surratt back of the National Ho- 
tel, at the stable where our horses 
had been placed at livery, and from 
that day I never saw John H. Surratt 
until I met him a clerk at the Norfolk 
Line of steamers in Baltimore, some 
ten years ago. 

The interval allotted for carrying out 
the scheme expired, and O'Laughlin 
and myself severed all connection with 
Booth and his confederates, and, in 
fact, the general idea of the entire 
party was that the project was entirely 
abandoned, and we returned to our re-

STILL ANOTHER APPEAL. 


But a few days had elapsed before 
Booth was again soliciting my as- 
sistance, to which [ paid not the 


| slightest attention. On March 25, 1865, 


ae he returned from New York to the 
city of Washington he stopped in Bal- 
timore, called at my father’s to see me, 
but I was in the country. So he left 
a letter for me, and I found that he 
desired to try it once more, and, 
unsuccessful, to forever abandon it. As 
requested, | called at Barnum’'s Hotel, 
but found he had departed. Il, there- 
fore, concluded that he had gone to 
Washington, which caused the penning 
of the communication of March 2%, 
which proved so fatal in its bearings in 
my respective case.

The trip with O’Laughlin to Wash- 
ington to get money from Booth, owing 
O'Laughliin, is dealt with at length. 
He says: “We had an interview with 
Booth at the National Hotel, and the 
scheme was entirely abandoned. Dur- 
ing the conversation Booth informed 
us that he had learned through Lewis 
J. Weichman, with whom he was on 
the most friendly terms and from whom 
he derived all information relating to 
the number of prisoners held by the 
United States government, that John 
H. Surratt had accompanied a lady to 
Richmond, owing to the capture of the 
person by the United States authori- 
ties who had been in the habit of ferry- 
ing parties across the river, and it was 
through this circumstance alone that 
the services of Surratt were offered. 


HAD HE BUT DONE So. 


Among the last words uttered by 
Booth on that occasion were that he 
intended returning to his profession 
upon the stage, and that he had given 
up forever his project. This was the 
last interview I ever had and the last 
time I ever met him, and I have never 
seen nor heard from him since. Of all 
the others connected with the affair I 
never saw nor heard from any after 
March 17, 1865, excepting Atzerodt, 
whom I accidentally ran upon March 
31, on my visit to Washington. 

After dealing with his securing work 
at Old Point Comfort, Mr. Arnold tells 
of the receipt of the news of Lincoln's 
assassination in the fciiowing words: 

“On the 15th of April, 4865, about 12 
o'clock noon, while seated in the count- 
ing-rooms at Mr. Wharton's, at Old 
Point Comfort, Va., it became rumored 
that Abrah@m Lincoin had been assas- 
sinated the evening preceding. while 
walking along Pennsylvania avenue, in 
Washington.. The name of the person 
perpetrating the deed was unhknown, 
in fact the report was so vague that 
but few persons credited it. Toward 
evening other dispatches announced 
the assassination of Mr. Seward and 
other officials of the government. The 
greatest excitement prevailed. | 

It was not until the following day 
that any clue had been obtained to the 
person who had committed the deed, 
when the public mind became graduall. 
impressed with the idea thar John W. 
Booth was the guilty hand that struck 
the blow. This news startled me. feel- 


and intimacy with’ Booth would lead 
to my arrest, and to be even suspected 
I felt was almost equivalent to death. 
Had I been differentiy situated or 
been where I felt,that the law would 
have protected me, I would have sur- 
rendered myself (in my ‘entire inno- 
cence) into the hands of the govern- 
ment; but, as it was, I determined to 
let affairs pursue their own course, 
and quietly as possible, to my mind’s 
excited condition, await my arrest. 
TWO DETBECTIVES ARRIVE. 
On April 17, while seated in 
store, 
rived and inquired for me. I went 
from the office and met them. when a 
letter was handed me by one of them, 
purporting to have been sent from my 
| father, in which it Was stated that a 
communication written to John Wilkes 
Booth, March 27, had been found with- 
in Booth’s trunk, which seemed to con- 
nect me in some way with the deed 
committed and advising me to state 


the 


all I knew concerning it. 


stated yes, and told them that I knew 
nothing concerning it, nor was I at 
any time in any manner connected with 
Booth or others. It became necessary 
from Booth's betrayal of me (no mat- 
ter whether it emanated from malice or 
forgetfulness) to become a witness 
against myself, and I was forced to 
acknowledge that I had been at one 
period engaged with Booth in a 
scheme to attempt the abduction of 
Abraham Lincoln, but that I was 
totally disconnected with him or any 
other persons at this period in any 
unlawful undertaking. 

I was then asked by the detectives 
if the communication found in Booth’'s 
trunk was written by me. I desired to 
be informed of sonte of its contents 
or expressions, where headed from, and 
when dated. They gave me the desired 
information—where dated frém and 
how signed—when. without hesitation 
or denial, I. acknowledged it was 
penned by me. I did not deny writing 
it, as sworn by Horner, when a wit- 
ness on the stand. neither could it he 
expected that acknowledgment would 
he made to a communication before tts 
contents were in a measure made 
known, as it was just as likely to 
have been written by someone else as 
myself. 

OTHER NAMES MENTIONED. 

The detectives were the first to men- 
tion the name of O'Laughlin. Surratt 
and Atzerodt, and I was informed that 
(Laughlin had given himself up. Find- 
ing that suspicion had centered itself 
upon those with whom | had been as- 


sociated, in conjunction with my be- 
trayal by RPRooth,. I deemed it neces- 
Sary in justice not only to mysélf, but 
te those with whom J] had been for- 
meriy connected, to gstute the whole 
truth, as embodied in the statement 


McPhail's office, in Baltimore. 

After my acknowledgment 
foregoing facts 1! was taken into the 
hack part of the storehouse, my person 
and baggage searched and property of 
a private nature confiscated, which to 
this day has never been returned. al- 
though I have repeatedly asked its 
restitution. There was nothing found 
of a compromising nature among my 
effets, because [ had no correspond- 
ence with anyone during the time that

It was not until | was turned over to 
the custody of the commanding officer 
at Fort Henry (Gen. Morris) that harsh 
and cruel measures were resorted to, 
from orders no doubt emanating from 
Edwin M. Stanton, Secretary: ot War. 
I was placed in a loathsome and filthy 
cell, branded by suspicion as a felon, 
robbed of my liberty, resting under 
the grave charge of; being implicated 
in the assassination of Abraham Lin- 
colin. 

A CONFEDERATE PRISONER. 

This of itself was sufficient torture 
to one who possessed a sensitive na- 
ture, without the additional acts of in- 
‘There hap- 
pened to be a Confederate prisoner of 
war occupying one of the small cells 
back of the one in which I was con- 
tined. I recognized his voice, we hav- 
ing been friends and companions trom 
our earliest youth, and entered into 
conversation with him. This fact was 
reported by the sergeant of the guard 
to the officer of tne day, and forthwith 
I was taken from my cell, brought be- 
Yore the one he occupied, carefully 
searched, this making seme half dozen 
times in all, thence conveyed to the 
quarters of the commanding officer, 
who interrogated me to his heart's 
content, becoming as wise in the mat- 
ter \@rerewith | was charged as 1 was 
myse., which seemed to dispiease him, 
if actions afterward may be a criterion 
to judge by.

1 soon was wrapped in. sleep, out of 
which, at midnight, 1 was rudely 
aroused, brought again to the guard- 
house and ordered to dress myself in 
quick haste. Surprised at such move- 
ments and utterly confounded, 1 at- 
to fathom the meaning 
of these mysterious actions. I thought 
the days of the French revo- 
lution, with its hideous and barbarous 
murders, were going to he reénacted in 
the republic, and that I was thus taken 
out to be either shot or hung. <‘allous 
and indifferent to my date, with 
usual haste, ! dressed myself as 
structed. 

As soon as 1 was in readiness an 
ambulance was driven.up to the door 
of the gwuardhouse. and I was placed 
within it. weighted down with heavy 
irons. and, with an armed escort, was 
driven to the Camden-street depot, 
where 1 was turned over again to Mar- 
shal McPhail and his accompanying 
detectives, who transferred me (after 


my 
in- 


the weighty irons had been removed 
and those of lighter material placed 
upon my wrists,» to a sfecial car in 


attendance, whence 1 was transported 
Washington. 
MAINTAINED SILENCE. 
During my trip there my lips were 
sealed to either McPhail! or those by 
whom I was surrounded, I being de- 
termined not to let them manufacture 
testimony against me. Un arrival in 
Washington, I was placed iIn.a hack 
and driven to the navy yard, where I 
was in the hands of the United States 
government, They confined me in a 


narrow and limited apartment, used as 
a closet, aboard an fren-clad monitor 
and irons of torturous manulacture 
were placed upon my wrists, and | had 
nothing but the hard, uneven surface 
of the closet to lie upon. 
The irons were so tightly fitted that 
the blood could not cireutate, and my 
hands became fearfully swollen, the 


outward skin changing iis appeurance 
to a mixture of black, red and purple 
color, This fact was reperted to Capt, 
Munroe, who kindly had them 
charged and a pair that fitted easier 
placed upon me. The heat was intense. 
fhe atmosphere breathed was obtained 
through a register, as it was puffed up 
by fans used for this purpose. It more 


frequently happened than otherwise 
that the machine was not at work, 
which caused a suffocating sensation 


to creep over me. To sleep Was an im- 
possibility on account of the extreme 
pain accruing from the tortuous irons 
used. 

CLOSELY GUARDED. 

For several days my condition re- 
mained unchanged. Two sentinels 
closely guarded the entrance to my 
quarters, who, in every instance, were 
kind. Finding my frame becoming re- 
duced and the great pains attached to 


lying so long on hard boards, I made a 


request to the officer of the day to fur- 
nish me something to lie upon, which 
was complied with, but only that other 
acts of heartless cruelty and inhuman- 
ity should follow. A few days after- 
ward, or about the 25th of April, Capt. 
Munroe, United States Marines, under 
whose charge ] was, came tuto my 
quarters and in a very soft and, kind 
voice stated that he had orders from 
Edwin M. Stanton, Secretary of War, 
to encase my head in a cap, that I must 
not become alarmed, and that it would 
remain but a few days, at the same 
time ordering shackles to be placed 
upon my ankies. 

But a few hours passed when the 
orders were carried into execution by 
the officer of the day. The covering for 
the head was made of canvaa, which 
covered the entire head and face, drop- 
ping down in front of the lower por- 
tion of the chest. It had cords at- 
tached, which were tied around the 
neck and body in such manner that to 
remove it was a physicu!l impossibility. |

It was impossible to learn where 
I was being conducted, as my head 
was still muffled in the bag, drawn 
tight around my head and throat al- 
most to suffocation. However, I 
soon became aware from the spring

last found a home in a dungeon at 
Fort Washington. 

It was a relief to think that I had at 
last arrived at my final destination or 
resting place, as every: movement so 
far had been-attended in each instance 
with increased pain and suffering. The 
canvas bag still continued upon my 
head, 1 never having been allowed its 
removal to wash my swollen face. I 
hud been but a few days incarcerated 
at this place when-I was aroused at 
inidnight in my cell 
Hartranft, holding in his hand a lan- 
tern and some papers, which I saw 
after the removal of the hood from my 
head. 

He asked me if 1 could read, to which 
I replied in the affirmative. He then 
placed in my hand a paper containing 
the charge and specifications against 
ine and others, which I perused in.that 
silent midnight hour by tle dim glim- 
mer of a lantern, after which (the 
hood being replaced upon my head.) he 
retired, leaving me to ponder over the 


_ The next morning | was removed 
from my cell and conveyed up several 
flights of stairs, to be seated upon a 
bench, when the hood was removed 
and I found myself in the presence ofa 
number of the inmartial heroes of the 
United States, decked in thet giftter- 
ing uniforms. and on either side, vic- 
tims like unto myself, weighted down 
with chains and trons. 
THE MILITARY COURT. 

The court of military inquisition was 
ecnvened, the charge read to each by 
Assistant Judge-Advocate Bingham 
who asked if we had any objection to 
any member of the court. As it was 
useless to object, each replied in the 
negative. +t pleaded guilty” to 
the charge. After the pleading of each 
of those arraigned was over, the hoods 
were placed upon our heads as for- 
merly before removal from court, and 
{ was removed amid the clanking of 
irons again to my ceil to wait there 
until the next morning. 

The next day I was taken from my 
cell, my clothing and the hood re- 
moved, and was ordered to bathe my- 
self. I cannot conceive how I escaped 
from receiving my death, as the water 
used was as cold as ice itself, it hav- 
ing been taken from the barrels used 
for making ice water. My whole frame 
shook and trembled from contact with 
this cold fluid, until my limbs nearly 
shook from beneath my body. 

A detective, by name Hefbert, seeing 
me shivering and trembling in such a 
manner, inquired what ailed me, if I 
were fll, etc., when he knew within his 
own vile®heart the causes of my suf- 
fering. After the bath a change of 
clean clothing was furnished. I was 
taken back to my cell, when I found 
that a differently-constructed hood had 
heen prepared for a head cover of a 
much more torturous and painful pat- 
‘tern than the one formerly used. 

It fitted the head tightiy, contain- 
ing cotton pads, which were placed 
directly over the eyes and ears, having 
the tendency to push the eyeballs far 
back in the sockets. One small aper- 
ture allowed about the nose through 
which to breathe, and one by which 
food could be served to the mouth, 
thence extending with lap ears on 
either side to the chin, to which were 
attached eyelets and cords, the same 
extending also from the crown of the 
head backward to the neck. The 
cords were drawn as tight as the jailer 
in charge could pull them. causing 
the most excruciating pain and suffer- 


fing, and then ticd in such a manner

This was the justice meied to me 
before trial. What could ‘be expect 
when the trial itself took place?

hope of life in case he divulged all the 
particulars and knowledge he possessed 
relative to the parties connected with 
the assassination. That he informed 
them of each and every particular is 
not to be doubted, and with all these 
infamous proceedings by detectives, 
courts inside and inquisitions outside,’ 
failure stamped itself in connecting me 
in the assassination of Abraham Line. 
coln, as the decision of that drumhead. 
court-martial .proved the truth of the 
statement. made in Marshal McPhail's 
office after my arrest. 


SECRET CONVERSATIONS. 


After June 10 I, with others, was pere- 
mitted two hours recreation and exere 
cise in the outer yard attached to the 
prison, where frequently, unobserved, 
1 held converse in broken, expressions 
with Herold—Payne and Atzerodt. We 
were not permitted to speak, it is true, 
being strictly and closely guarded by, 
armed sentinels. overlooked by the ofe’ 
fleers of the prison. David E. Herold, 
in the presence of Col. McCail, Maj. 
Frederick Herbert, and the government’ 
detectives, stated that John H. Sure. 
ratt was not in the city of Washington 
at the time of the assassination, hor 
had he been seen by Booth since his 
visit to Richmond, on March 23, 1866. — 

Herold and Payne aiso publicly ¢xe 
pressed that Mrs. Surratt was an ite 
nocent woman, which was reiterated by 
Payne in the presence of his executors, 
as he ascended to the fatal trap which 
launched his soul into ete “ity. a 

We were permitted this out :.ce recte-| 
ation, from June 10 until our departu 
from there on July 17, 1866. Irons wefe' 
removed on these occasions, but im- 
mediately replaced upon my return to 
my cell. Bibles presented by some hu-' 
rane heart during the trial to some of 
the prisoners, were taken from them 
by the officer in charge, they not being, 
permitted to consdlation even, 
from God's holy writings. Nor were 
they ever furnished through their own 
good will, I myself having made the 
request to be rmitted to apply to my 
tether to furnish me a testament. n. 
Hartranft stated he would obtain them, 
from the Christian Association, and de-. 
liver them to us. They were furnished, 
as well as memory ean recall, about 3 
o’clock in the afternoon. before the exe-. 
cuton tovk place, as we were returning 
to our cells from the prison yard. 

MYSTERIOUS SOUNDS. 


That same afternoon the nois: of; 
hainmers was distinctly heard, as if 
some repairing about the building was 
being done. I tried to concentrate my 
thoughis in an attempt to unravel its 
meaning, never for an instant dream-- 
ing that they were erecting the scaffold 
to launch human souls into endless! 
eternity in such quick and sudden. 
haste. The hammerings continued 
throughout the afternoon until late,: 
when the noise from the hammers 
ceased. The next merning there was, 
an unusual movement of feet. hurryi 
to and fro, the rattling of chains po 
dragging of ponderous balls on the 
brick pavement in front of my cell. 

I could not surmise the cause for all. 
these mysterious movements, and final-' 
lv concluded that fresh victims were/ 
being brought. Knowing the utter im-' 
possibility to obtain information rela- 
tive to those proceedings. or . what it 
could mean, I became composed, as far: 
as composure was possible, and amused. 
rnyself, as herctofore, in vuNnting the! 
number of small squares visib'e in the 
iron door of my cell, ‘the number of 
layers of brick in the floor. the height 
of the ceiling of my cell. the fies, and 


vther insects which had come to share — 


my narrow and cheerlegs domain. 
About 2 o'clock in the afternoon Gen. 
Dodd came to my cell, seating himself 
upon ea small box, which had lately, 
been granted me for use as a table, 
and asked if I had noticed anything of 
an unusual nature pervading the 
prison. replied in the affirmative, 
giving him an account of the bustle 
and confusion, attended 
clanking of irons, etc.. throughout the 
‘morning, and that I judged from these 


circumstances that other prisoners had 
arrived. 


FOUR MEET THEIR DOOM. 


Hie replied no, and in a soft and 


feeling manner informed me of the 
execution of four of our number. f 
was completely  thunderstruck and 


amazed, and felt within my own h 
from expressions gained from. H 

and Payne during our joint incarcera- 
tion, that a fearful crime had been per- 
petrated by the United States govern- 
ment in the execution of dn innocent 
woman. That feeling has been verified 
and her innocence has been publicly 
proclaimed by thousands of the lead- 
ing men, not only of this, but of other 
nations. 

A few days after the execution we 
were all again allowed exercise in the 
outer yard of the prison, which. on en- 
tering, forced us to be confronted by 
that huge machine of death, and a lite 
tle to the south side of it the eye rested 
upon four mounds of new-heaped earth, 
testifying the undeniable fact that be-. 
neath those cold and cheerless hillocks 
rested in the quiet sleep of death all: 
that but a few days before were Hfe 
and sensibility. Day after day we con-' 


fronted this scene, the scaffold remain- . 


ing in its hideousness, involuntarily 
causing the eye to wander and gaze 
upon the smal! mounds, marking its. 
feast, of death. 

Every day we passed through these. 
evolutions, all anxiety to learn what 
decision the court had arrived at in our 
respective cases. On the afternoon of. 
July 17 we were summoned separately | 
to the presence of Gen. Hartranft, the 
military custodian, who was seated at 
the farther end of the yard, and the 
sentence of each was made known, as 
found by the military commission, 
failing. however, to disclose the fact, 
and concealing from each the sentence 
as modified by Andrew Jackson, Presi- 
dent of the United States.

The 
list of those making the attempt in- 
cludes such names as Cardinal de Po- 
lignac, Brusei, Garibaldi and the late 
Prince Alexander Torlonia.

official sanction of King Victor Em- 
manuel and his Minister of Public 
Works. 


For the purpose of exploration, the 
savant has divided the river into zones 
or districts. It is belleved that the 
candlestick will be found in the first 
zone, or that part of the Tiber near 


the famous Caste! Angelo, close to the 


Vatican and St. Peter's—probably the 
part most familiar to Americans. 
Just when the work will be begun

That he won each bet did not 
change its character: and if Mr. Car- 
negie himself were not so fiercely de- 
nunciatory, no one else would ever 
think of questioning the wisdom or 
the morality of such speculations as 
laid the foundation of his colossal for- 
tune. One of his partners, a relative, 
once made a praiseworthy effort to 
make some money for himself out of 
a process for the utilization of slag or 
some other waste product.of the blast 
furnace. The enterprise failed, and by 
failure became a “speculation” of the 
wildest sort, At times Mr. Carnegie 
has a weird gift of eloquence. This 
was one of his times. 
DIFFERENCES WITH PARTNERS. 
It has been said in many of the 
adulatory sketches which , have ap- 
peared in the periodical press that Mr. 
Carnegie always maintained the 
friendliest relations with his partners. 
Indeed, he has said so himself, with 
considerable emphasis. ‘‘My partners 
are not only partners, but a band of 
devoted friends who never have a dif- 
ference. I have never had to exercise 
my power, and of this £.am_ very 
proud.” This is very beautiful, and 
illustrates how perfect his forgiveness 
is, in that it includes forgetfuiness. 
But the public Bas not forgotten as- 
tonishing revelations which were made 
when H. C. Frick, who did so much to 
build up the great business of the firm 
in late years, brought suit against 
Carnegie for some millions of dollars 
which he charged were being wrong- 
fully withheld from him. As the mat- 
ter was compromised to Frick’s satis- 
faction, it may be Inferred that he had 
some reason for the charge. On one 
occasion Mr. Carnegie wrote a strongly 
worded letetr to Griffin, president of 
the Keystone Bridge Works, and _ re- 
ceived a very prompt reply in the 
form of a. resignation. Carnegie wrote 
back some esort of apology, 
and asked for the withdrawal of 
the resignation. Griffin replied that 
Carnegie could have the resignation 
framed, and hune over his desk, so 
that he might ‘glance up at it when- 
ever he felt tempted to write such a 


brutal letter again.” With Mr;. 


Walker, chairman, of the Carnegie 
company, he was nof so fortunate, after 


writing a similar letter. The resigna- 


tion was sent in, ignored by Mr. Car- 
negie, insisted upon by Mr. Walker, 
and went into effect in a stormy 
scene. On another occasion, Mr. Car- 
negie had the assurance to express of- 
ficial disapproval of the marriage of 
one of his partners! It would have 
the effect of a mora! tonic if Mr. 
Carnegie could @et at:the inner con- 
science of this “band of devoted 
friends,"’ or even. hear their heart-to- 
heart talks with each other, as [ have.

CARNEGIE AN [CONOCLAST. 

Mr. Carnegie is a professed evolu- 
tionist, an ardent disciple of Herbert 
Spencer. But he is no slavish follower 
of any man. Having adopted the rude 
outline of a scientific theory, he pro- 
ceeds to fill in the detatlis to his own 
taste. In religious evolution, his stud- 
ies have not reached the constructive 
ftage; hence he delights in pulling 
down about the ears of old ladies the 
religious fabric which soclety. has spent 
some thousands of years in building 
up. An aunt, a sweet and kindly 
Swedenborgian—one of those to greet 
him on his firat arrival in Pittsburgh 
—gently pointed out the flery dangers 
to which his tirades against religion 


were ‘exposing him. ‘Never mind, 
auntie.”” said he, “I'll squeeze into 
heaven on your merits.” “Ah. Andy,

{Washington Times:] The King’s 
kitchen hides something like $16,000 In 
copper and iron utensils and $9,000,000 
in plate. Among the former shou! be 
mentioned the enormous meat screen 
of solid oak lined with metal, which 
ia nearly 300 years old, and bears the 
imperial badge of the house of Tudor 
the portecullis and arms. Connolfseurs 

have sighed in vain for this meat 
/gereen, for its worth is inestimable. 
There are 4000 knives, 3090 forks, and 
/ as many spoons used for cooking and 

kitchen purposes, which do not include 
the 8000 forks and spoons of massive 
silver for use at the royal table. There 
are some pots and pans, nrostiy 
of copper, and five scourers are solely 
‘employed to keep them brightly bur- 
, nished. 
| Not far away are the plate, rooms, 
| two in number, which, although they 
measure only 12x16 feet, hold treasures 
eighteen tons of sovereigns would not 
| buy. 
The most valuable item in the store. 
room is, of course the famous service, 
consisting of plates. dishes, turcens, 
epergnes. and candelabra. all of solid 
gold, which were made by Roudelle & 
Bridges for George IV. This service 
i@ only used on state occasions, 
Equally famous is the Emperor's serv- 
ice of silver gilt, gleaned from the fact 
that each plate weighs a stone and 
the epergnes two  hundredweight 
apiece. 

There is one gold dish of surpassing 
loveliness which is supposed to have 
been used by Alexander the Great be- 
fore the battle of Hydaspes, and for 
upward of six centuries it has reposed 
at Windsor. Another mucn_ valued 
piece of plate is the sliver eilt flagon, 
three feet in height, which was recov- 
ered from an Armada wreck three cen. 
turies ago, while there is also a table 
of solid silver, the surface of which 
measures nine feet square. and is en- 
grave’ with the four embiems of Great 
Britain. 

But perhaps one of the most cher- 
ished relics in the King’s pantry is the 
golden eagle, which was taken from 
the Tippoo Sahth's throne. It is of «olla 
gold throughout, the feather tip« being 
pointed with *® diamonds and 
rubies, while the heak is carved from 
a flawless emerald.

A PERTINENT QUESTION. 
HE number of suicides and murders reported by the 
daily press is enough to startle the public into a 
reflective mood in regard to the cause. Well may 
we ask, what underlying cause is there in our etcial 
fabric that produces such results? 

Doubtless extravagance in living has much to do with 
fit. The artificial wants produced by luxurious habits 

are many and not easily denied. Embarrassment follows 
- upon their indulgence, and the temptation to misappro- 
priate funds to meet existing exigencies is strong with 
men of weak moral integrity, and with the danger of 
threatened exposure such men rush madly to destruction. 
No individual is safe who lives beyond his means, with 
the hope that by and by times will be better and the 
means will be at command to pay off old scores and get 
even with the world. It is a most dangerous risk and 
one which a man of strict imtegrity will never incur. 

It has been very truthfully asserted that ‘‘economy is 
not a popular virtue. The words, ‘I cannot afford it’ 
are the bete noir of Americans, and many prefer dis- 
honest indulgence to a frank acknowledgment of 
financial limitation. Economy is branded as ‘meanness,’ 
and free-handed prodigality, even when exercised at the 
expense of honesty, masquerades as generosity or benev- 
olence.” 

Another producing cause of this terrible and growing 
evil is intemperance, one of the most impoverishing 
forces with which the country has to contend. Recent 
statistics in regard to the amount of money spent by the 
people of the United States for intoxicating liquors are 
appalling in their fearful significance. Figures which 
stand unchallenged place the amount expended at $900,- 
000,000 every year, which means, as a revtent writer has 
said, “the food and clothing and comfortable homes of 
thousands upon thousands of the wives and children of 
workingmen exchanged for beggary and rags and 
_ bovels,” a condition in which life is a weary burden, and 
the temptation to cut loose from it strong and ever 
present. 

The poor, drink-scourged man, as well as the ignorant 
and lazy lounger, never stqps to consider the great truth 
that the man who does not make the most of himself is 
a robber. He steals from himself the possibilities of 
happiness, knowledge and usefulness that are his to use, 
and throws them away; he robs the world of the bene- 
factions and blessings that he might heap upon the race, 
and defrauds his Maker of the interest which he should 
return daily upon the faculties which have been given 
him. Yet he may consider himself, and the world may 
consider him, an honest man. But the manhood within 
him sometimes stirs, and he grows dissatisfied with his 
groveling existence and cries out under the scourgings 
of his better nature, “Is life worth living?” forgetting 
that it depends upon what we live it for. If we regard 
it simply as a period for the imdulgence of our ap- 
petites, or of buying and selling, a race to get rich, it is 
not of much account. It does not satisfy his better na- 
ture, which sometimes speaks, and so he says, “Il am 
done with it,” and another name is added to the long 
list of ‘Suicides which are recorded weekly. ‘ 

Another pregnant cause of dissatisfaction with life is 
the living without an aim, without some steady, fixed 
purpose to achieve. An aimless existence does not mean 
progress, but rather intellectual and moral stagnation, 
and with these come discontent and unrest, with their 
attendant evils, and again the question is asked despond- 
ently, “Is life worth living?” 

The great truth that should be impressed upon the 
universal mind is that we are the architects of our own 
fortunes, and that it lies with each one individually to 
determine what his life shall be; and let us not forget 


that a true life—life in its larger sense—is vast as 
eternity and grand as heaven. It is the control and 
crucifixion of the evil tendencies of our nature and a for- 
getfulness of self. It is.charity; it is helpfulness to. 
others; it is the expajsion of soul and the perfection of |

It has been 
in vogue in France and Germany for more than a gen- 
eration, but it is now pushing its way into England, 
Scandinavia and Switzerland. Geneva is a city of flats, 
although it has some beautiful villas. In Berne there are 
stores on the ground floors with apartments above, even 
in the older sectiong of the city, and Zurich is fast be- 
coming all flats. Many of the new houses are apartment- 
houses pure and simple. Others are apartments and 
stores combined. There seems to be no fixed rule as to 
business locations, as in other cities. You find a big 
wholesale establishment way off at one side surrounded 
4 residences, and you have often to hunt for the stores 
that you want. The people are very conseryative. They 
stick to the merchants with whom they are accustomed 
to deal, and for this reason it will pay well to cultivate 
them as to American trade. 

In a ride with Consul Lieberknecht one afternoon we 
rode by the Zurich Tonhalle and other characteristic 
buildings. The Tonhalle is one of the features of almost 
every Swiss city. It is a public amusement building. 
containing a. good restaurant, a theater and a concert 
room. 

It was buflt with private funds, and is owned ‘by a pri- 
vate company, but the city gives $4000 a year_to its sup- 
port. The people feel that they get more than this cut 
of it in having cheap music and a good amusement place 
for themselves and the traveling public. There are beau- 
tiful casinos at Geneva and Lucerne, with reading, con- 
cert and ballrooms, restaurant, theaters and gardens. You 
can go into the gardens free and listen to the concert 
which is held daily at 4 p.m.

The Silk Factories. 


Zurich does a big business in silk. It competes with 
Lyons as to certain goods, and it has wholesale = silk 
stores which compare favorably with any I saw in 
France. The silks are made to suit the forefen demand 
and 2lso to catch the eye of the tourist. I bought, amonz 
things. an American flag woven in Zurich. as a 
souvenir, and was offered no end of Italian blankets 
made by the Swiss of refuse silk for the tourist trade. 

I say Ital_an Lianke’s, for the Swiss are great imitctors, 
Like the Germans, they copy the goods of other coun- 
tries, and I am told they do this even to the -trade- 
marks. One instance I know of was that of the MrCor- 
mick reaper. The Swiss saw these machines were gsell- 
ing well with their farmers, and one firm imitated them 


and put a facsrimile on the market, which it named “the 
Cormick.” 


Of course the American McCormick com- 
pany objected, and as the steal was #0 apparent the 
Swiss were compelled to change the name to the Hel-

Laborers’ Organizations. 

And still the workingmen in Switzerland have thelr 
organizations. There are workingmen’s societies nearly 
everywhere. The government has passed factory laws, 
and a few years ago it was found that there were 5000 
factories under these laws; they employed 200.000 men. 
Many of the cantons have their own labor regulations, 
In some there are labor bureaus and technical schoola, 
The workingmen combine together to further their owa 
interests, and they have succeeded jn getting legislation 
by appealing to the Swiss Congress. Ags it is now, the 
railway companies are liable to damages from mena 
seriously hurt while in their employ, and if a man is in- 
jured in # factory. the owner of the factory can be made

How Swiss Women Work. 
Some of the saddest scenes here are the women at 


work. They perform all kinds of labor, and I have seen 
ya -haired dame with the sweat streaming down . 
er wrinkles. You see girls pitching and raking hay and 


spading and hoeing in the fields. You see them going 
over the roads with great loads on their backs, and in 
Aips you may meet them toiling along with. baskets 
of manure strapped to them. The manure comes 
3 the barns and is being carried up to be spread over 
the pastures on the sides of the hills. I have seen 
women ing carts, harnessed up with dogs, and I 
frequently see them sawing wood in the streets. An- 
other sight of a more modern type is a Swiss girl riding 
an American mowing machine, pulled by two cows, for, 
indeed, cows are also worked, and for labor there is no 
distinction of sex, either bovine or human. The cows 
fre worked in miost parts of Switzerland. They are 
sometimes harnessed up with oxen. and I frequently see 
@ cow and a horse pulling along side by side. 

Returning to the women of Switzerland, they are used 
Very largely as clerks in the stores. Some have govern- 
- ment offices and you find them acting as cashiers in the 
cafés and restaurants. They are as good in a business 
way as their French sisters, and, like the French women, 
@ré among the thriftiest of their sex. 


The Swiss Markets. 


The most o* the marketing of Switzerland Is done by 
the women. In Berne the markets are in the streets. The 
women bring in their vegetables, their butter and cheese 


and other wares and peddle them out from stands on the 


sidewalk. In Basel they push the goods into town in 
. ttle wagon: like baby carriages and in Berne you fre- 
quently see a dog cart going from door to door, the 
woman hucksters- now pulling with the dogs and now 
stopping to poldle milk or vegetables to the houses. It 
is with these cogs that they bring their wares in from 
the country, the doz taking the part of the horse. 

The purchasers in the markets are also women. Every 
Swiss housewife does her own buying. She comes out 
early and picks out the things for herself. I stopped 
before one woman who wag buying some butter of a 
white-capped female butter seller. The butter was 
molded into great loaves from which were cut the por- 
tions demanded by the purchasers. The cutting is done 
with a brass wire in the shape of a loop, which the 
woman fits around the loaf and pulls through, cutting 
the butter much more smoothly and evenly than could 
be done with a knife. I asked as to prices and was 
told that good butter is now worth 14 cents a pound, 


Swiss Schools. 


I have spent some time in golng through the schools 
of Zurich and other parts of Switzerland. I am sur- 
prised at their excellence. The Swiss pride themselves 
on their educational system, and they universally 
patronize the schools. Here in Zuriclérit is estimated 
that 97 per cent. of the children of all classes go to the 
public schools, although there are excellent private 
academies and kindergartens. Every canton has its 
echool board and every village its school buildings. The 
country is small, but altogether there are more than 6000 
schools in it, and a large number of high schools and 
universities. Basel has a university which was founded 
before the discovery of America, and there are good uni- 
versities at Berne, Geneva, Fribourg and Zurich. These 
universities are organized on the same plan as those of 
Germany, each being governed by a rector and a senate, 
and divided into four faculties of theology, law, 
philosophy and medicine. 

Here at Zurich a polytechnic school is maintained by 
the Federal government. It has 1000 students and 150 
professors. In addition to this, there are 250 technical 
schools in Switzerland which receive money from the 
general government or the cantons, and there are also 
seventy commercial schools, with more than 6000 pupils. 


They Believe in Gymnastics, 


The Swiss watch the health of their school children 
and almost every school has its gymnasium. There are 
more than a thousand schools bere which have gym- 
nastic training all the year round, and 3400 which give 
lessons in gymnastics a part of the year. I have visited 
a number of gymnasiums. They are well equipped and 
the boys and girls do their work under regular in- 
structors. 

There are ten schoolhouses in this town which have 
baths connected with them and the dirty child is sent 


out for a wash. The city has its school doctors, who 


make regular examinations of the eyes, ears and teeth 
of the pupils. Think of a school dentist! That is what 
they have in Zurich. | 

Many of the public schools have gardens about them. 
I visited one this afternoon which had at least an acre 
given up to play and exercise grounds and this notwith- 
standing the school was in the heart of the city. Under 
the trees were vaulting horses and parallel bars and 
- this, in addition to the regular gymnasium under cover. 


In one section of the grounds a class of boys was train- 


ing under their professor, a tawny, bearded man of 35 
years. The boys had iron rods about four feet long, 
which they threw about in a variety of motions as di- 
rected. I photographed the class in action and the boys 
were delighted thereat. - 

In all parts of Switzerland the teachers take the chil- 
dren off now and then on educational tours. The little 
ones visit the country near by, and the older pupils have 
excursions on the railroads to the most bezutiful parts of 
Switzerland. More than 5000 scholars were sent out 
Zurich on such tours last year with their teachers, ©

CHRISTMAS IN THE Most CROWDED | 


SECTION OF THE WORLD. 
By a Special Contributor. 

O MOST people the theught ef Christmas in New 

York brings pictures of roaring streets; leng rows 

of carriages before jewelers’ windows that shine like 
treasure houses of Oriental tales; garlanded Broadway 
a-flood with eager men and women: a turmoil of mag 
nificence where women walk with es on 
backs and other fortunes in their purses to spend; s 
city that displays, in every one of its riotous show 
streets the tribute of two " heastagharen poured out al- 
most wantonly to overflow in every shop and to make 
every window a bewildering mase—a festival world that 
is a-hum from the dark bay to the far-off heights where 
the white acropolis of America stands shining from a 
serene sky as if it, too, were set high among the stead- 
fast stars, 

Yet he who knows New York’s Christmas only thus, 
does not know It all. To know it where it really comes 
home in its old simplicity, stripped of all the show, a 
true feast of good will, one must pass east and west 
of the glowing thoroughfares where the holiday season 
is celebrated with money. Where the tenements make a 
black, sinister frame around New York—robbing the 
(city of its sunrise on the east in the morning and blot- 
ting its sunset fires on the west with hideous lines that 
cut into the crimson sky like somber sSilhouettés of 
burned and blasted towers—there, in the pits of streets, 
in the mine shafts of hallways, and in the cells of rooms, 
is Christmas. 

In these last afternoons before the day, its spirit fills 
the dim and unlovely streets till one almost forgets their 
ugliness. Long before it is evening in the wider ave- 
nues of more favored city districts, the tenement house 
world has lost the sunlight; for the sun gets behind the 
river frontiers of barracks before its time. It is as if 
these hideous structures, not content with stunting the 
little children and making the adults pale and unhealthy, 
were actually engaged in unholy conspiracy to cheat 
the swinging world itself of its share of light and 
warmth. 

There is more of a chill in the air there than else- 
where; the wind has in it a touch of the atmosphere 
of sunless cellars. The river breathes a blended odor 
never to be forgotten, always to be associated with the 
tenement river districts ever afterward; a blend of the 
chlorine of exposed mud bottoms, of keen, good salt 
water, of insistent spice smells from the wharves and, 
through it all, the ever-present smell of kerosene and 
petroleum from the refineries, whose tall chimneys 
pierce every distant view from those river-bordering 
cliffs. 


Conquered by the German Christmas, 


The ordinary every-day odors of the houses them- 
selves are conquered by new, true Christmas odors, 
From the doors of the bakeries rush warm, sweet 
breaths of sugary doughs, “lebkuchen” and “marzipan.” 
German delicacies are these, which one will find every- 
where through the tenement-house colonies, universal, of 
course, in the German East Side, prevalent enough in 
the Ghetto to stamp the city of the Jew with their 
character, plentiful even in the colonies of the exclusively 
Irish. For the German Christmas conquered the greater 
part of the tenement world long ago. 


The very Christmas tree is a German importation into 
the tenement-house world. Wine merchants thrive at 
this time of the year on the east and west sides. Long, 
slender German Rhine wine bottles are to be seen every- 
where, peering from the half-open lids of market bas- 
kets, protruding from the pockets of shabby overcoats, 
and standing on rusty 
the tenement. 

The delicatessen shops, bright with evergreens and 
pine branches, display newly-imported German herrings. 
Pickled things are they, swimming in brine and vinegar, 
covered with a dozen different spices and condiments, 
another German food that has won its way through 
Irish, Hungarian, Italian and Hebraic settlements. They 
are displayed temptingly, in clean, unpainted wooden 
barrels tilted to show the bronze and gold of the half- 
submerged fish. 

Smoked goose, glistening in transparent masses of 
fatty gelatine, pasties of game and common meats, and 
tubs full of pickled cabbage, are regular features of 
every other window of shops devoted to food. 

Food and drink are the great Christmas features of the 
tenement district. The butcher shops, gaudy with paper 
flowers, show venison and rabbits and squirrels, besides 
immense beeves and miles of links of every kind of 
sausage from the black and red “blutwurst” to the 
white, rich, “leberwurst,” all of them delicious. The 
groceries, fenced with Christmas trees and evergreens, 
display tubs full of nuts, oranges and raisins. The 
raisin is a great favorite. The bakeries are a-choke 
with good odors. Sugared wreath-like cakes and heavy 
yellow and brown raisin cakes predominate. 


Queer Delicatessen. 


But the delicatessen stores remain the true courts of 
Christmas in the tenements. Cheap and high-priced 
foods of strange kinds are piled up in each of these 
curious establishments, from Russian caviar and. smoked 
sturgeon to queer German cheeses like the pale and 
alarming “‘sinkers’’ that are baked in full view of the 
public in the coffee and cake establishments of America. 

The “lebkuchen” is a truly German institution that 
has become a universal goody on the east and west 
sides. It is a sugared honey cake. It comes in many 
grades and qualities, all imported. Some of the finer 


kinds are shipped in beautifully-decorated round boxes 
of embossed tin. Other lebkuchen are shaped into

THE WHITE HOUSE CHINA 


Tur KIND OF TABLY Distress Urkp BY THS 
PRESIDENT’S WIFE. 


[Kansas City Star:] Several weeks ago a new set of 
chinaware,. consisting of more than 1000 piccer. was ur 
dered for the White House. The conclusion \>s draws 
by the gossips that President Roosevelt had decided 
to dispose of the old White House pieces to make room 
for the new. Collectors of ceramics and historical rel- 
ics began to busy themselves and the souvenir hunters 
were elated. An authoritative denial of the story is 
now made. The White House is a storehouse of chine 
and household effects from previous administrationa 
The chinaware numbers thousands of pieces and it will 
not be scattered promiscuously about to whomever will 
buy it. Many pieces of the Lincoln, Grant, Hayes, Cleve- 
land, Harrison and McKinley sets are in good condition. 
Of the Arthur set only a few pieces are lef, among them 
one dessert plate, five small Dresden cups and saucers — 
and twenty-four odd dessert plates. The Cleveland 
chinaware is elaborate. There are ninety-five turquoise 
dessert plates, eighteen in ivory and gold, eighty-four 
in red and gold, ninety-six in green and gold, ninety- 
five with pink and gold borders. Gold was the predom- 
mating color tone in the Cleveland administration. 


The Lincoln china was typical of the simplicity of 
the man. Most of it was as plain as possible. The dee 
orated china of his régime bore réd dorders with eazle 
emblems in the center. Yellow was a predominating 
color in the Grant china, which was decorated with 
flowers painted in the center. The Hayes chinaware 
was artistically elaborate. There are in the White 
House china closets thirty-one soup plates, fifty-nine 
dinner plates, forty-eight oyster plates and thirty-twe 
game plates of the Hayes set, all decorated by hand by 
Theodore Davis. Two of the Hayes platters are painted 
with turkey decorations and there are two ice cream 
sancers ornamented with snowshoes. To all of the 
broken sets will be added the new White House china 
of the best Wedgewood. It is manufactured by the olé@ 
pottery firm in England, after a simple colonial pattern, 
with the great seal of the United States enameled fa 
colors on each of the 1296 pieces. The set will be knowp 
as the “Roosevelt” set. 


Col. Theodore Bingham, superintendent of publie 
buildings and grounds, who has charge of the household 
effects and bric-a-brac of the White House, in denying 
the story about the sale of the White House china, said: 

“! do not know how that yarn was started. There is 
not a word of truth in it. There is much valuable and 
historic china at the White House. There it will re 
main until it becomes broken. I am opposed personally 
to selling any of these historic relics of former admin- 
istrations. The President and Mrs. Roosevelt entertaia 
the same feelings. At the present time Mrs. Roosevelt 
is. using all of the old furniture she can in the White 
House. In the spring, after the furniture has all been 
arranged, any dilapidated pieces which cannot be used, 
but which may be desirable as relics, may be disposed 
of at auction. None of the china will be sold. It is not 
the custom to do this and precedent will not be broken.*

The story of the inception of Uncle Sam’s free board- 


ing-house is this: The reading public has learned that 
practically all commercial foods are more or less doc- 
tored for purposes of adulteration or preservation. 
Chemists and hygienists throughout the world have 
the most varying opinions ag to the effects of . these 
materials upon the digestion and general health of the 
—~consumer. Investigations already made have been en- 
tirely partisan. So there is no scientific information, 
one way or the other. | 
Dr. Wiley, as chief of thie Bureau of Chemistry, 
Department of Agriculture, has analyzed practically ev- 
ery food common to our commerce. He has prepared 
@ long list of substances used as preservatives, color- 


stores, and as the result of their many effective bar- 
gain-counter touchdowns, the dining-room and kitchen 
were equipped with true feminine economy. The doc- 
tor’s office was stacked with bales of linen and canton 
flannel, which, he told inquisitive visitors, were to be 
used as mortuary wrappings for his victims. He issued 
a call for volunteers, and soon found himself over- 
whelmed by a correspondence with individuals, the city 
o’er, who hungered for the free viands of his tables. Of 
these scores of applicants he finally selected two dozen. 
The majority are employés of his bureau; all are con- 
nected with the Department of Agriculture, and are 
students of science. 

Wemen and married men were barred, the former 
because the conditions of enlistment were such as to 
entail them embarrassment; the latter because the doc- 
tor deemed it unsafe to attempt to divorce them from 
the boards of their better halves, fearing that sentimen- 
tal reasons might tempt them to kick over the traces. 
For each of the accepted volunteers had to sign this 
pledge: 

“We, the undersigned, hereby agree to take our meals 
for a period of six months, at the-table to be prepared 
in the Bureau of Chemistry, Department of Agriculture. 
for the purpose of ascertaining the effects of certain 
preserving substances, commonly used in foods, upon 
digestion. We agree to follow the rules and regula- 
tions prescribed for this experimental study, to make 
the observations required, and, during the period in 
which the study is continued, will promise to take no 
food of any description, except that which is provided 
at the table mentioned. It is agreed that the time ip 
which we are under observation shall not occupy more 
than half of the whole time, and that during the re- 
mainder of the time we are permitted to take our meals 
at another table to be provided by the Bureau of Chem- 


istry, at which ordinary foods in ordinary quantities 
will be served.” 


On Monday six of the twenty-four signers of this 
pledge entered upon their six months of free board. 
Dr. Wiley called them together and stated the rules 
which they were pledged to respect.

During the 
past few weeks he has been busily engaged in convert- 
ing the basement floor of the Bureau of Chemistry into 
as complete a boarding-house as any thrifty widow 
ever kept. He applied to the Civil Service Commis- 
sion for a cook and waiter, and that employment 
agency supplied two colored gentlemen whose respec- 
tive duties are to prepare the doctored food in true 
Waldorf-Astoria style and serve it without the least 
betrayal of the secret constituents which lie hidden 
under its seductive truffles and sauces, Th« young ladics 
employed in the bureau ransacked the department

Picturesque Sansoum. = 


Sansoum, which we reached on the morning of our 
last day at sea has one of the loveliest of harbors, 
backed by low hills and shaped like a shell. The town 
is very old and very Turkish, lying in a grove of slender 
white minarets; underfoot very dirty, and infested by 
all manner of smells. The harbor was alive with ships 
of all nationalities, and feluccas, bringing to the ships 
their cargo and provender. ; 

Nothing could exceed the picturesqueness of th 
feluccas—huge boats, rowed by twelve and sometimes 
more men, with a very high prow, on which a scantily- 
draped Turk was usually perched, his red fez adding 
color to the picture. All the oarsmen wore fez, of 
course; the oars were huge with bulbous handles, and 
as the big men rowed they drew themselves up to their 
feet, sitting down again as they made the stroke and 
then again pulling themselves to their feet, at the same 
time chattering at the top of their voices. 

In fact I have never heard such a chattering as went 
on during the loading of that ship. Feluccas, one after 
the other, came out, loaded to the top, and we could 
hear the oarsmen talking, long before they drew near. 

When they reached the ship, ropes were thrown on 
deck and an extremely ragged being in a fez appeared, 
climbed over the rail and dragged the heavy hawser 
around until the boat was in its wished-for position, 
shrieking all the time to his confreres below and sweep- 
ing all else out of his way. If you happened by chance 
to be im the path of the rope, you were pushed uncere- 
moniously aside and he finished his work. 


Turkish Farewells. 


As the hour for our departure drew near, we were 
greatly amused at the scenes in the second cabin, where 
friends were bidding each other good-by in Turkish, all 
talking at once, some shouting orders to the oarsmen 
in the felucca below, and others evidently trying to col- 
lect the party together and get them started. At last 
they got off and we counted thirty-one of them in the 
‘big boat, all shouting and screaming at each other, and 
making the greatest lot of noise imaginable. Indeed, 
we could hear them all the way to the shore, and nearly 
all the way there~they continued to shout to their 
friends aboard ship. A belated passenger was rowed 
out from the shore by four Turks, all standing and lean- 
ing heavily on their huge oars, as they swept them 
through the brilliantly blue water, their bright fez seem- 
ing to blaze in the clear air. We set sail at three, and 
after a quiet afternoon e an enchanting moonlit 
evening, and a still night. We packed and went to bed 
early, as we wanted to see the sun rise on the’ Bos- 
phorus, and fortunately it in a clear sky, lighting 
up rosily the low hills and turning the Bosphorus to 
silver. We had anchored the night before at the en- 
trance to the Straits, and started in the early dawn 
along their lovely length. The “Bosphore,” as we al- 
ways heard it called, is indescribably beautiful, like a 
narrow-winding river, at each curve and turn opening 
up new beauties and delights; the shores hilly and 
crowned by old forts and palaces; the straits full of 
picturesque boats and boatmen, palaces of marble built 
down to the water’s edges and minarets, slim and white, 
standing out against the clear sky. 

As we glided along, huge boats containing thirty and 
forty fezed Turks, threw a line aboard and made use 


back and chattered to their hearts’ content. 

We passed the old fort at the narrowest part of the 
straits where in times of war a huge chain is stretched 
across from shore to shore, and not long afterward Con- 
etantinople came into view, hazy in the distance, look- 
ing like a city in a dream. 

As we approached, it came out more and more clearly, 
a city of minarets and palaces of marble, a view which 
has been described countless times, but which baffles 
description.

A CHRISTMAS PANTOMIME. 


Novel WAY oF 
FOR THE THREE.

Those who desire some novel way cf distributing 
Christmas gifts will find the Ckrist:na3 pantomime 32 
enjoyable substitute for the tree or Christmas box. 

It is equally appropriate for Christmas eve or Christ- 
mas night, and is entcriaining to guests of every as*. 
The properties are inexpensive and easily obtainel, and 
the stage setting may be simple, or elaborate, as on°s 
taste and means cictate. 

The only essentials are two fancy-dress costumes and 
a large bal!, the frame of wiich is made of children’s 
wooden hoops. Five of those are fastened firmly tozether 
so 23 (0 form a sphere; over this strong white cloth is 
stretched tightly, and held iu place by swali tacks. 

Before closing the bail, it is filled with the Christmas 
gifts which are to be distributed, each one being done 
up in a neat package and labeled. The ball must be 
packed in such a manner that the gifts cannot rattle 
about, using cotton or cut paper if there are nct presents 
enough to fill it tightly. The opening is then closed and 
the cloth coated with glue, or varnish; this is stuck full 
of popcorn until the bali is completely covered. 

The ball must be made some days before Christmas, to 

give the glue time to harden. 
‘The back parlor, without any alteration. will do nicely 
for a setting; but when it is possible to have a raised 
stage, set for a street, or garden scenc, the effect is 
prettier. 

The curtain rises with the stage empty. | 

From the left of the stage enters a boy dressed in 
knickerbockers, with a hat stuck om the back of his 
head, and the prepared popcorn bal! under his arm. (For 
this part you want the largest, fattest man you can ob- 
tain who has dramatic ability.) He is followed by an- 
other boy, who is evidently trying to get him to share 
the popcorn ball with him. 

The first boy shakes his head, and indicates his inten- 
tion to eat it all alone. He sits down to eat it, but each © 
time, just as he is about to begin, the other boy comes 
up and tries to take it away from him, and he is obliged 
to jump up and run to another part of the stage. 

The second boy offers marbles, tops, etc., for a share 
and finally they come to an agreement and sit down to 
cat it together. 

One tries to take a bite, but finds the ball too big; then 
the other tries and fails. They try to break off a piece 
and cannot. Then they get up and try to kick a hole in 
it, but the ball rolls away and the kicker falls on his 
beck in a ludicrous position—this requires skill, but it 
can be done with practice—finally one of the boys re- 
members he has a knife and they sit down with the 
ball between them. 

They slit the cloth and of course the packages are re- 
vealed. In, pantomiine they express their astonishment, 
Then taking out a package they examine its label; if 
it proves to be for either of them their actions express 
glee, and, laying it aside, they take out another. 

When the package is for some one else they show dis- 
gust and disappointment, and«one of them carries it to 
the person for whom it is intended—or, if desired, one 
of the boys can run off of the stage and bring in a lit- 
tle express wagon, tmto which .al! the packages except 
their own can be piled, to be distributed later. 

The fun to be gotten from this Christmas pantomime, 
and the length of the entertainment are limited only by 
the dramatic ability of the actors. 

When two men of similar appearance can be obtained 
it is effective to dress them as twins. Or a fat man and 
one very tall and slim are amusing by contrast. 7 

A woman dressed as a little girl may be substituted for 
one of the boys, or several characters can be introduced 
if there is sufficient dramatic talent at the disposal of 
the hostess to fill the roles.

THE LOVELY VALE OF KASHMIR, 


PLAYGROUND OF BENGAL. 
By a Special Contributor. 
, O REALIZE fully why Kashmir is called the Happy 
Valley you should visit it after enduring part of a 
} hot weather season in the Punjaub. In that sultriest 
of the provinces of India the pitiless summer sun shines 
down unclouded upon an arid land, upon crowded, 
stifling, white-walled cities, where breathless night suc- 
ceeds to torrid day. Unless at early dawn, no breeze of 
cooling air refreshes your parched skin; no running 
stream salutes your ear with its music; outside, there is 
dust and glare, within the house, darkened rooms and 
doors tightly closed against the scorching wind. 

The green vale of Kashmir across the border offers 
such a healthful change from this purgatory of heat that 
_ the English in India have dubbed it a paradise. It is 

the playground of Northern Bengal. Raised 6000 feet 
above sea level, the valley enjoys the temperate climate 
of a hill station and, shielded by the Pir Panjal Moun- 
tains from the violence of the monsoon rains, it escapes 
the torrented downpour that damps the delights of the 
‘latter end of the Simla season. Its proportions are on 
the grand scale of the Asiatic highlands, 


A Valley Without Roads. 


The eagle that looks down into Kashmir sees a hun- 
dred-mile strip of champaign country, shut in by moun- 
tain walls as high as our Rockies, and watered by the 
Thelum. This noble river glides gentf down past 
Srinagar, the capital of the State, to Baramoola, where 
a gap in the encircling hills gives it exit toward the 
plain. The width of the vale allows room enough for 
the river to wind in many loops, to expand into lakes; 
it is sufficient to give to the mountains their due pro- 
portion in the view, so that, instead of seeming to over- 
hang and threaten, they stand back as if to protect the 
peaceful plain. The level land is checkered by rice field 
and pasture, by orchard and vineyard; thick pine woods 
cover the flanks of the hills. The hamlets and villages 
that lie scattered about the floor are connected by field 
paths and waterways, but there is neither rail nor car- 
riage road in the valley. eee 

Accordingly, the traveler, if he does not cross the 
mountains by one of the passes, arranges to have a boat 
ready for him at Baramoola. If he has not hired one 
in advance, he becomes an object of competition among 
a dozen “Kishto-wallahs” (boatmen,) who will waylay 
‘ him on the last stage of his journey from the Punjaub. 
Each has a score of “chits,” or certificates, from former 
employers, in which too much confidence should not be 
placed, for the letters pass from hand to hand for a 
consideration. 


Punting on the Thelum. oe) 


The boats (doongas) used for the river journey are 
flat-bottomed punts built of cedar wood, dark with age. 
Twenty feet or more in length, they are broad enough to 
contain comfortably two passengers with their camping 
kit—cots, folding table, chairs, etc. By means of mats 
stretched on poles, a cabin for the “sahibs” is rigged up 
in the center of the craft; this retreat is screened off 
from the bow and stern, where the native crew ply their 
poles and paddles. Among the rowers there may be a 
woman, or two, for the “doonga” is the boatman’s house; 
if there are any noisy children on board, they are 
bundled off into the “kishti.””. This is a smaller boat. in 
which your baggage is conveyed, and where your native 
servant cooks the meals on a fireplace of clay. 

Punting slowly upstream on the Thelum in your own 
hired boat is a pleasant mode of traveling. Ruskin com- 
plained of journeying by rail that the traveler wag con- 
veyed to his destination “like a parcel,” that a leisurely 
survey of the landscape was denied him. But, with the 
side screens of your “doonga” cabin rolled up, like 
blinds, you can view at your ease the scenery of Kashmir 
Valley. The climate is temperate, the weather uniformly 
fine in the summer; the clear atmosphere brings out the 
purple tones of the mountains with surprising vividness; 
the snowy peaks flash red at sunrise and sunset. Few 
persons hurry. over this Water journey. There is a 
temptation to loiter everywhere, to tie the boat up under 
the shade of giant chenars (plane-trees) by the lotus- 
covered Woolar Lake, to wander out Into the orchards 
and pick apricots or mulberries, to fish for mahseer at 
Sopor, a village of Tyrolese-like chalets. Many visitors 
spend weeks in a kind of prolonged picinic in the Happy 
Valley, living amphibiously, partly afloat, partly ashore. 
Dawdle as you may, sooner or later you catch sight of 
the two hills that command the City of Srinagar. Of 
these, one, Hari Parbat, is occupied by a fort; the other, 
Takt-i-Suleiman, or Solomon's Throne, by a Hindoo 
temple. The town which surrounds these abrupt, rocky 
heights is a complete contrast to the ordinary white- 
walled city of Hindoostan, with its huddle of flat-roofed 
houses, overlooked by tall, slender minarets and broad, 
squat domes. 


Another Venice. 


Srinagar is built on a cluster of islands, formed by 
the branching of the Thelum. Its houses are ancient, 
timbered structures, three or four stories in hei.®t, 
with sloping roofs; they are built so near the edgs of 
the water that they seem to rise sheer out of the canals 
that here perform the office of streets. For Srinagar is 
built like Venice; but instead of marble palaces, you see

eyed, hooded women, with complexions of yellow ivory. 
Fruit trees overhang the smaller canals at intervals. 
The whole city is surrounded by a ring of poplars, or- 
chard trees, and meadow land watered by a network of 
small streams. 

The chief aris practiced in Srinagar are shawl weav- 
ing, smith’s work in metal, the making of leather goods 
and papier-maché. But no one cares to land an ex- 
plore the recesses of this crazy town; for its sanitation 
is that of a city under native control—the alleys reek 
with littered filth, There is no necessity to go ashore, 
as the merchants keep shop on the water. They have 
a keen eye for a new arrival and, as your doonga forges 
slowly upstream, a big ark bears down on her and 
brings up alongside. Instantly, as in a theater, the cur- 
tains of its cabin are pulled aside, and a bowing figure, 
in snowy turban and spotless “chupkan,” is disclosed 
against a background of glittering silverware. This is 


_Ali Boccus, the silver merchant, with his floating store 


of chased flagons and pitchers. The scene changes. An- 
other salaaming, smiling pirate grapples and tempts your 
eye with trays full of salvers, candlesticks, and : various 
utensils in hammered copper. The heap of ruddy mctal 
catches the sunbeams and throws a red stain upon the 
dark water. One of the busiest artisans is the leather 
worker, who outfits the “sahibs” for mountain traveling 
with the sandals of the country, with leather hunting 
bags and water skins. The life of trading Srinagar is an 
amphibious one at this season; the peripatetic etore- 
keeper is met with on every water street. Those who 
have failed to ambuscade your boat, call and display 
their stock on the floor of your tent. 

Just as in India the residence quarter of the English 
officials and others is adjacent to, but separated from, the 
native city, so here the camping ground of the visitors 
is divided by a stream from Srinagar. To the bachelors 
is allotted the Chenar Bagh, or park of plane trees; to 
the married folk, a shady field near the bungalow of 
the British official resident. The Kashmir State officially 
recognizes this influx of foreigners by appointing a na- 
tive civilian, a “pundit,” to attend to their requirements, 
to furnish coolie transport for mountain trips, etc. 
Cheap as labor is in British India, it is even cheaper 
here. For a few cents a Kashmiri will tramp all day’ 
over hill and dale with a heavy load. Ducks, chickens, 
fish, eggs, all local produce is sold, even to strangers, at 
absurdly low prices. 


Summer Campers in the Vale. 


The summer visitors whose tents dot the greensward 


of the Baghs, are almost all civil and military officers on 
leave from India. Many make Srinagar their starting 
point for hunting expeditions to the Asiatic highlands 
above Kashmir. Those who prefer the ease and comfort 
of houseboat traveling in the valley, make acquaintances 
in camp and take excursions together to places in the 
vicinity. 

For these side trips light canoes are requisitioned. A 
favorite jaunt is out to the Dal Lake, by a suburban 
water cut, the banks of which are fringed with trees, 
Here you see the vine, trained, as in Italy of old, to 
climb round the trunk of the poplar. Market boats pass 
by, heaped high with melons, tomatoes, and other pro- 
duce—the crop of the floating gardens. 


The Floating Gardens. 


These, of which every traveler makes mention, prove 
to be no myth. There are a score of them in a shallow 
bay of the canal, where it enters the lake. Eaci is 
moored to a stout stake. Imagine a long punt built of 
the twisted stems of lilies and other water plants, lined 
with clay and top-dressed with loam, planted tothe 
water line with vegetables—such is the garden patch of 
the Kashmiri.

Here Shah Jehan planted two 
gardens for his favorite wife, Nur Mahal. These show 
that the builder of the magnificent Taj at Agra loved the 
grouping of tree and shrub, as well as the glories of pil- 
lared stcene and well-proportioned dome. The pleasances 


are called, respectively, Shatimar Bagh, a-garden of | 


delight, and Nishat Bagh, or garden of pleasure. Al- 
most identical in name, they are also similar in plan. 
Each rises from the lake in a succession of terraces to a 
shaded platform, where a pavilion, the walls of which 
are of open lattice-work, is built over a clear stream 
that wells up from a basin of polished stone. A con- 
duit, faced and floored with marble, leads the water down 
from level to level till it falls into the lake. Great trees 
spread their shade over the runnels, the mild glow of 
ripening fruit lights up the alleys of the garden; but no 
fountains sparkle in the moss-grown basins. Time and 
neglect have sadly defaced the masonry, the glory of the 
garden has departed with the owners thereof, but the 
view from the hilltop is the same that met the eyes of 
the Light of the Harem. Through an arcade of foliage 
one sees the lake, pink with the flower of the lotus, 
pinker with the reflection of sunset hues; beyond it, 
green parks and meadows. backed by violet hills,

| Entering the operating-room, I was greeted (by 


earnest sympathetic look principally) by three physi- 
clans (my surgeon and two assistants,) and four nurses 
(the head nurse of the operating-room and three as- 
sistants,) and assisted by them to my place upon the 
table. Clad in their caps and robes of pure white, they 
looked like priests and priestesses prepared 
Serious ceremony. In addition to the outer garments of 
white worn by all, my surgeon wore gloves of thin 
rubber, The sterilized instruments lay on a glass table 
to one side, and were presided over by the two assist- 
ants; sterilized cloths of gauze and muslin lay on a 
table ne ey other side ready to be passed by the nurses 
as needed. | 


was committed by my physi- | The operation was performed in a very orderly man- 


ner, without hurry, without delay, and without an un- 
necessary word. All was action, skillful, effective ac- 
tion, Each movement counted; no unnecessary pain was 
caused. The surgeon was as tender as he could be and 
do thorough work; the face of the head nurse spoke 
volumes of earnest sympathy; the assistants coéperated 
with their chiefs thoroughly. The utmost courtesy was 
manifested by all. “Please,” and “thank you” preceded 
and followed each brief request made by the the sur- 
geon. Kind words of encouragement were spoken to 
me from time to time as the work proceeded. The op- 
eration was not a long one, being completed in just 
about the time predicted by my surgeon. From the be- 
ginning of the injection of the cocaine into the tissue 
to be cut to the finishing of the bandaging was a little 
over thirty minutes; but, strange to say, the time seemed 
to me to have been much shorter—not over ten or fif- 
teen minutes. The experience was such an unusual one 
that I seemed to have been oblivious of time during it. 
When I was returned to my room my watch said I had 
been gone from it just forty minutes. 

The operation over, the important work to be accom- 
plished now was the proper nourishing of the body, the 
keeping of the mouth free from infectious germs, and 
the keeping of the wound clean physically and bacte- 
riologically, that there might be as speedy a healing of 
the wound as possible. Chewing being out of the ques- 
tion, all food must be in a liquid form, and must be of 
such a nature that no particles would find lodgment in 
the mouth. Just enough must be taken to nourish the 
body without taxing or clogging any of its organs. The 
principal work of the body for a time was to be the re- 
pairing of the wound made by the surgeon's instru- 
ments, and every obstacle to the accomplishment of this 
end must be kept out of the way. : 

Soon after the operation, I was brought a cup of beef 
broth, and my diet during the remainder of the day con- 
sisted of this liquid served once in two to three hours; 
and, according to my physician's directions, this with 
some milk was to be my diet for another day. 
for some raw eggs sc beaten with olive oi! as to form an 
emulsion. The doctor granted the request, permitting 
the luxury of two eggs a day—at least that is the way 
the nurse understood it. I had put a more liberal con- 
struction upon his order. I found, however, that I was 
going to be served exactly what the nurse understood 
the doctor had directed I should have, and that she was 
not to be coaxed, browbeaten, or bribed into doing 
otherwise. The enforced fasting I had been doing dur- 
ing the three days of my confinement had caused my 
appetite to be stronger than my judgment, and I was 
bent on getting more food by some means. Having 
found that the doctor was the one with whom I must 
deal, during his next visit I explained to him the dif- 
ference between the construction placed upon his order 
by the nurse and myself. He claimed that the nurse had 
heard correctly, but graciously asked: “Would you 
like to have a rehearing of your case?” I replied that 
a revision of his judgment was much desired, and he 
said, “All right, we'll make it three, then.” The next 
day the number of eggs allowed per day was increased 
to six, and the following day a request for gruel made 


of flaked rice was granted. Eggs, and gruel made of 


prepared rice or wheat, with olive oil and melted butter, 
all taken through a glass tube, remained my diet dur- 
ing the rest of my stay. 

After each time I partook of nourishment I was re- 
quired to rinse my mouth thoroughly with a saturated 
solution of boric acid, after which the nurse swabbed 
the wound carefully with tufts of cotton saturated with 
This regular procedure kept the wound from 
becoming infected, for certainly any bacteria that got 
a start in it would have to be hustlers. 

Each morning the wound was cleansed, disinfected 
with boric acid and peroxide of hydrogen, and re- 
bandaged with sterilized gauze, the operation occupying 
about half an hour. During the dressing, the surgeon 


wore sterilized rubber gloves, used sterilized instruments, | 


and took nearly every other precaution against infection 
that he had observed in the operating-room. 

A modern hospital is certainly a great blessing to 
rumanity, furnishing as it does a temporary communal 
home for those needing expert treatment for physical 
maladies. The one I was in serves also as a training 
school for nurses, sixty undergraduate nurses minister- 
ing to the patients in such capacities as they are fitted 
for, as they progress with their two-years’ course. The 
most of these nurses have a serious, dignified demeanor 
and a pleasant manner, and are conscientious and faith- 
ful in the discharge of their duties, young women whe 
will dignify the profession upon which they have en- 
tered. Thus, each year a bevy of well-trained nurses 
goes out into the world to render skillful and conscien- 
tious service to humanity. 

The preparation of a patient for an operation in a 
modern hospital is elaborate and thorough. By various 
means—the most uncomfortable of which to the patient 
is the giving of a small amount of food—an attempt 
is made to get the body as clean as possible internally 
and externally, and to get each organ of the body into 


as nearly perfect working order as practicable, that the’ 


shock of the operation. may be more readily borne, dan- 
ger from infection obviated, and recovery rapid. The 
record of the temperature and pulse kept by the nurses 
before and after an operation furnishes data for com- 
parative, for diagnostic, and for prognostic purposes.

Few who go to a hospital have any realization of the 
treatment they will receive previous to an operation, es- 
pecially the morning before it. At least: the wpman did 
not who, during my stay there, asked her nurse if they 
would be sure to awaken her in time for the morning 
operation. Her query illustrates the need of more gen- 
eral information on the subject. : 
The care during an operation is marvelously detailed 
and scrupulous. Every precaution is taken to prevent 
the entrance of bacteria into the wound made. By the 
use of moist and dry air, of boiling water and of chem- 
ical germicides, all garments, instruments and utensils 
used during an operation have been rendered free from 
every living organism. ‘The successful modern surgeon 
is scrupulously clean and requires the same cleanliness 
of his assistants. He is solicitous lest he produce un-~ 
necessary pain, is tender and sympathetic. He is cool, 
cautious, courteous. There is comparatively little of 
the old-time reckless slovenly butchery, although doubt- 
less many incompetent physicians still undertake to do 
surgical work and do not exercise the care they shouid, 
The subsequent treatment of the wound is largely a 
bacteriological problem. fn fact, my surgeon said to me 
that modern surgery was all practically bacteriology. 
During and subsequent to the operation the chief aim 
is to keep any living bacteria from entering or remain- 
ing in the wound. As a result, gangrene is now almost 
unknown, and blood poisoning and other complications 
are rare. Surgery is now on a scientific basis. The 
results of operations can be foreseen, and are no longer 
attended with the danger that existed before the revolu- 
tionizing investigations of Pasteur, Lister, Koch and 
other bacteriologists.

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Who Is Santa Claus? 
STORY OF THE Most POPULAR 
MAN IN THE WORLD.

HE most popular man in the world is surely Santa 
Claus! There, is no country where he is not per- 


sonally introduced to millions of people, and in our 


day even the savages of Africa and Australia have made 
bis acquaintance through the missionaries, But who is 
Santa Claus, and where does he come from? These 
questions many a child asks his mother, and seldom 
receives the right answer. All the world knows that 
he is the patron of children, but that is all. 

Santa Claus, originally St. Nicholas*, was born in 
Panthera, in Lycia, Asia Minor, at the time of Con- 
stantine the Great. He became Bishop of Myra, and 
because of his great knowledge and influence he was 
called to the “Concilium” at Niza in the year 325. At 
Myra he lived and worked until his death, December 6, 
$26, and here he was buried. After the city was de- 
stroyed by the Saracens two Venetian merchants took 
his coffin to Bavi, a city situated opposite Ragura, in 
Italy. A church was built at this place, dedicated to 
Pope Urban II, and here St. Nicholas found a new grave. 

The legend of this saint tells of many miracles which 
he performed, not only during his lifetime, but even 
after death. One of the latter, and one by which he 
gained his name and vocation as “Santa Claus” runs as 
follows: 

Three destitute maidens asked him in prayer for 
money for their dowries. The next day they found their 
stockings, which they had hung on the chimney place, 
filled with gold pieces. Hence the popular fiction that 
he is the purveyor of presents to children on Christmas 
Eve and the custom of hanging stockings on the chim- 
meys. His vocation as a patron of the poor was known 
from the time he performed that miracle. He became 
‘the patron of many mercantile cities of Europe, and es- 
pecially of sailors, who looked to him for protection. 
Faith in St. Nicholas, or “Santa Claus’’ was spread over 
the whole Old World, and through the Catholic monks 
and emigrants he became known to the New World. 
America, also. 

The original day on which, in early elanen, children 
bung up their stockings to receive gifts from Santa 
Claus was the day of his death, the sixth of December. 
The custom has been kept on the same day, among the 
Catholics, in nearly all European countries; only in 
England and the United States has it been transferred 
to Christmas Eve. In Lutheran countries the appear-. 
ance of Saint Nicholas has been changed to the tenth of 
November, the birthday of the great German reformer, 
. Dr. Martin Luther. Hence it is not any more Saint 
Nicholas who makes his appearance on this day, but the 
~“Martinsmann,” representing Martin Luther, who comes 
to young folks as a messenger of the Christ child. As 
goon as it has become dark on the evening of the tenth 
of November, the Martinsmann’s coming is to be heard 
fin every German home, even where there are only 
grown-up children. He announces his presence by ring- 
fing an old-fashioned bell which he carries in his hand. 
and by treading on the floor with heavy steps, making 
much bluster and noise. He is dressed in fur and wears 
high boots. His white hair hangs down to his shoulders, 
and his long white beard to his breast. On his back he 
earries a large pack, filled with gilded nuts and apples 
and little toys and presents, and out of which also peeps 
@ rod. On entering the nursery or sitting-room of a 
home, all lights are turned “down so that a mysterious 
twilight fills the room. 

“Can you pray, children?” and “Did you prepare your 
Christmas token for your dear ones?” are his first ques- 
tions. Thereupon the children fall on their knees and 
_ fay their prayers and sing their Christmas songs. Then 
he asks their parents or nurses if the children have been 
good in school and have neither been loitering in the 
streets nor neglecting their tasks, if they have been 
obedient to teachers and parents and so forth. If these 
questions are answered with “yes,” then the Martins- 
mann openg his pack, and, nuts, apples, sweetmeats and 
presents fall out with a noise on the flodr, each of the 
presents bearing the name of the child for whom it is 
intended. If the questions have been answered with 
“no,” then the messenger from heaven swings his rod 
and leaves it with the parents or nurse. He then ad- 
dresses the children in a. sermon, telling them that if 
they will not get anything at Christmas, when the 
Christ Child comes to bring his presents, and he aiso 
threatens them with great punishment. After he has 
finished his speech he says “Auf Wiedersehen nichstes 
Jahr” (1 will meet you again next year.) throws his sack 
over hie shoulder and walks away with great noise and 
ringing of his bell. 

To people who are ot rich enough to have the visit 
of a “Martinsmann” charity sends one. It is interesting 
to know that this legend of Santa Claus has become a 
lively figure in the folklore of every civilized country of 
the world, since the fourth century. The origin is the 
same in cach country, only the name of this good saint 
bas been changed a good deal. St. Nicholas-is the Santa 
Claus of Holland, and Dutch emigrants brought him over 
to the United States. In Switzerland he is called Sani- 
klaus; on the Isle of Helgoiand, Sénner-Klas; in the 
Tyrols, Holy Man. 
office with St. Lucy, who distributes the gifts among 
_ the girls, as he among the boys. In Nether Austria the 
children cry: “Tomorrow Niklo will come! Take care 
of Krampus.” The latter is a man accompanying 
“Niklo,” who represents the devil in his appearance to 
frighten the bad children. In Hanover, Holstein and 
Mecklenburg Santa Ciaus fis known as “Clas.” In 
Silesia his name is “Josepf;” but his origin is also 
“Saint Nicholas” and his message the same as that of 
the Martinsmarn in Germany. Here he carries a rod at 
the end of which is fastened a sack full of ashes, with 
which he beats the children, and therefore he is called 
“Ashy Claus.” In all the different Cathctic countries, 
by | whatever name Santa Claus may be called, he usually

makes his appearance as an-old man with a venerable 
beard and dressed as a bishop, wearing upon his head 
a miter, and riding either a white horse or an ass. He 
carries a large basket on his arm, and a bundle of rods 
in his hand. In Bohemia, however, he appears differ- 
ently dressed, as he wears a sheet instead of a surplice, 
and a crushed pillow on hig head instead of a miter. 
On hearing his principal question: “Willist thou pray?” 
all the children fall upon their knees. 

In the Netherlands and adjoining provinces St. Nich- 
olas is especially popular, and is perhaps the only saint 
who has maintained his full credit, even among the 
Protestants, For days previous to his expected advent 
busy housewives are-secretly conspiring with the bak- 
ers in gilding nuts, baking cakes of gingerbread, and 
making pastry, prepared with flour, sugar, honey, spices 
and sweetmeats, into the most fantastical forms. From 
these stores the good saint from time to time renews 
his supplies. Ag to the children, St. Nicholas, or Sunder 
Claas, is the one thought of their prayers, the burden of 
their dreams and the inspiration of their songs. The 
girls, who hang up their aprons instead of their stock- 
ings, have a song especially for him: 

“Sunder Klaas, du gode Blaat. 
Bring mi Noot and Sucherbrod, 
Nicht to veel and nicht to mina 
Smiet in mine Schortenin.” 


(“Sunder Klaas, thou good blood, 

Bring to me nuts and Sugarbread, 

Not too much and not too little, 

Throw it into my apron.”) — 
* In Belgium on the eve of the good bishop’s aérial 
voyage on his pastoral] visits to his bishopric of chim- 
ney tops, the children polish their shoes, and after fill- 
ing them with hay, oats or carrots for the saint's white 
horse, they put them on a table or set them by the fire- 
place. The room is then carefully closed and the door 
locked. Next morning it is opened in the presence of 


the assembled household, when, miraculously the furni- 


ture is found to be turned topsy-turvy, while the little 
shoes, instead of being filled with horses’ forage, con- 
tain sweetmeats and toys for the good children and rods 
for the bad. In some places wooden or china shoes, 
stockings, baskets, cups and saucers, and even bundles 
of hay aré placed in the chimney or by the side of the 
bed or in a corner of the room, as the favorite recepta- 
cle of St. Nicholas’s presents may be. 

France, Russia and Greece are the only countries of 
Europe where Saint Nicholas makes his visits at New 
Year’s Day instead of Christmas. I suppose his later 
appearance is explained by his inability to travel over 
all the world on one and the same day. Here, too, the 
custom is followed of hanging up stockings and putting 
shoes filled with hay by the’ chimney place. In Alsace, 
however, Saint Nicholas has given up his duty to a 
young maiden. She is dressed in white, with hair of 


lamb’s wool hanging down upon her shoulders, and her | 


face is whitened with flour, while on her head _ she 
wears a crown of gilt paper set around with burning 
tapers. In one hand she holds a silver bell, in the other 
a basket full of sweetmeats. But always with her 
walks “Hans Trapp,” the Alsacian “Ruprecht,” or Santa 
Claus. He has to fulfill the punishment with the rod 
‘for those children who cannot pray and of whom teach- 
ers and parents complain. In the Erzgebirge, a moun- 
tainous part of Saxony, appears “St. Peter” instead of 
St.. Nicholas, who is dressed like the latter and is ac- 
companied by the frightful “Ruprecht.” In the Tyrols 
the terrible “Klaubauf’ accompanies St. Nicholas. It 
is his duty to kidnap naughty children and store them 
away in his basket. His appearance is enough to make 
him a perfect bugbear. He is dressed in fur, and cov- 
ered with chains, his face is blackened, he has fierce 
eyes, anda long red tongue protruding from his mouth. 
He always stumbles over the threshold, brandishing at 
enormous birch rod as he falls headlong into the room 
and roars out the question: “Can you pray?” If the 
children have said their prayers St. Nicholas rewards 
them with sweetmeats and gilded apples and nuts and 
suddenly “Klaubauf” disappears. But if the children 
are not able to pray St. Nicholas forgives them for that 
time but warns and threatens that next time, if they 
cannot say their prayers, “Klaubauf’ will kidnap them. 

On the island of Usedom three figures belong to the 
procession of “Santa Claus,” who is called. Ruprecht 
there. One is wrapped up in straw, bears the rod and 
cinder bag or ash sack. The second appears as_ the 
rider of the “Spanish Stallion;” the third carries the 
“Klapperboch.” This latter consists of a pole, over 
which is drawn a buskskin. At the extremity of the 
pole a ram’s head is attached from the nether jaw of 
which a cord passes through the upper jaw and thence 
into the throat, so that when the bearer pulls the cord 
the jaws rattle. With this “Klapperbock,” which in 
Denmark under the name of the “Yulebock,” is the un- 
failing accompaniment of the Yule time, they threaten 
and frighten the children. It is interesting to know 
that even to the Hartz, a mountain province of Germany, 
this figure of the “Klapperbock” has come, in a similar 
scarcecrow called the “Habersack.” This consists of a 
hay fork, between the prongs of which a broom is fas- 
tened so as to present the appearance of a head with 
horns. The body is made up of a sheet with a man 
under it. The “Habersack” also appears as a kind “Ru- 
precht.” 

There was also a female bugbear, in former times, 
who acted instead of a Ruprecht, »bout a month before 
Christmas. In Lower Austria, for instance, she was 
called the “Rudelsfrau,” in Suabia, the “Berchtel.” Both 
chastised children who did not spin diligently but re- 
warded the industrious with all kinds of goodies. In 


Augsburg, a city of Bavaria, Germany, are still to be. 


seen pictures painted on the walls of the ancient houses, 
representing “Frau Ruzebercht” with her blackened face, 
streaming hair and flowing rags, accompanying St. 
Nicholas. She besmeared every child she met with the 
contents of her starch pot, as a punishment for any 
neglected prayers. 

During nearly sixteen centuries many a legend, many 
a poem has been written in all the above-mentioned 
countries, to celebrate St. Nicholas. Although his name 
has been changed in the different countries according 


to their different languages, there cannot be the slight- 


est doubt about his origin. He has always kept the

f\ NE of the autumn visitors to Los Angeles is Her- 
bert Lee Daniels, of Providence, R. I., a direct de- 
scendant of the Benjamin Daniels who was killed 

in the battle with the Indians which eccurred at Winter 

Harbor, N. H., in 1706. | 

Two small fishing boats witn but eight men on board, 
one of whom was Benjamin Daniels, was attacked by 
more than 150 Indians in canoes, who suddenly and un- 
expectedly appeared in the vicinity. The men in the 
boats, when they saw the enemy approaching in such 
numbers, abandoned one of the boats and attempted to 
escape in the other. Before they could do so, however, 
the Indians were about them, pouring the contents of 
their guns into the boat. Fortunately the} were poor 
marksmen, else none of the fishermen would have sur- 
vived to tell the story. The men in the boat succeeded 
in hoisting sail, and, cutting the anchor cable, they be- 
gan to leave the Indians behind. In the meantime they 
used their own guns to good advantage, and at least nine 
of the Indians were killed and a score of others severely 
wounded. Daniels, who was an excellent marksman. 
fired his gun as frequently ag he could load it, and he 
succeeded in placing several of the foe hors de combat 
before he received a fatal wound himself. As he fell to 
the bottom of the boat, pierced by the rifle ball, Daniels 
gaid to one of his companions: 

“Give me your gun, quick, and let me kill one more 
before I die.” 

The gun was handed him, and, raising to a sitting 
posture, he took careful aim and fired. The Indian 
threw up his arms and tumbled into the water, sinking 
beneath the waves as Daniels fell back into the boat 
dead. The incident is made mention of in the histories 
‘of the New England warfare. A. J. B.

Winner’s War Song. 


HEN the Army of the Potomac was one of the 

hands with which the Federal government sought to 
clinch together afresh a disrupted Union, Sep Winner 
wrote a song which incurred the implacable enmity of 
Secretary Stanton. 

It was called “Give Us Back Our Old Commander.” 
and it referred, of course, to the removal of McClellan 
from the command of the Army of the Potomac. 

Winner happened to be in Washington when the men 
of “Little Mac’s” command swept along Pennsylvania 
avenue, shouting hoarsely: “Give us back our Little 
Mac!” The rhythm of the line beat in his ears until 
he reached home. Then he sat down and wrote: 

“Give us back our old commander, 
Little Mac, the people’s pride; 
Let the army and the nation 
In their choice be satisfied.” 

It was not great poetry but it crystallized national 
feeling, and within a week 80,000 copies of the ballad 
had been sold. A week more and they were fluttering 
throughout the Army of the Potomac, each word a 
menace to the counsel prevailing at Washington. 

Around campfires by night and on the march by day, 
echoing in the very ears of Burnside, who displayed his 
inability to cope with Lee, the strains of that protesting 
song welled from a hundred thousand throats. 

It was nothing more tnan protest, but Stanton, Secre- 
tary of War, realized that it invited insubordination. He 
issued an order making both the circulation and the 
singing of the ballad treasonable offenses. A few days 
passed and one of the Secret Service men, belonging to 
the staff of Col. Boker, appeared at Winner’s home and 
arrested him. 

“You'll go to Fort Lafayette and stay there with the 
other rebels,” was the greeting of this officer. 

Taken before a military tribunal, Winner, seeing no 
chance for clemency, promised to discontinue the sale of 
the song, if given his liberty. This was done, but again 
the wisdom of the quotation at the head of this article 
was proved. Law could stop the sale of the ballad, but 
it could not stop the singing, which still was heard 
throughout the length and breadth of the country.

OUTWARD REVELRY AND SECRET 
MISERY OF THE PEOPLE. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HAT did I find to be the gala day, the great 
national hotiday in the Turkish empire? It was 
the thirty-first day of August, the anniversary 
of the accession of the Sultaa to the sword and Kaftan 

Then was the time for the display of bunting, lan- 
terns and fireworks, and for participation in dancing, 
bangucts and music. Garlands of Chinese lanterns ex- 
tended from gable to gable across the narrow streets, 
while windows, doors and balconies were draped in the 
national color of red and green. . Flags bearing the 
crescent floated above houses and markets, and high 
over the great iron gate in front of the government 
hotise satin banners inscribed with the sacred verse of 
the Koran in gold letters waved in the breeze and 
shimmered and glistened in the noonday sun. 

Less decorative in the daytime, but effective at night, 
were the tiny glass vessels half filled with oil and hold- 
ing very little wicks. Great numbers of these primitive 
lamps were festooned across the fronts of houses and 
between the minarets of the mosques, where they were 
s0 arranged that at night the people could read com- 
mands from the Koran written in letters of fire. Rock- 
ets, Roman candles, and all the other varieties of fire- 
works now and again illuminated the four quarters of the 
heavens. Soft tones of zither and pipe floated upward 
from the homes of the people and whispered to the 
listener on the roof of merrymaking in all wards of 
the city. 

All day long the streets and the meidan, or public 
square, were filled with people in holiday dress, some 
of them from the city, but many of them from the 
country, the neighboring villages. Armenian and Greek 
merchants in European dress were there, talking busi- 
ness; Turks wearing long, gray beards, long, green 
robes, fur lined, and green or white turbans, walked 
with dignified demeanor through the streets of the city. 
Young Turks of the official class, clothed in neat uni- 
forms or cosmopolitan civilian dress, bore themselves 
with an air of great importance as they passed back 
and forth through the meidan. Workmen in brown 
trousers and jackets and pink shirts talked about the 

ion in business. Villagers in soft-blue broad- 

cloth jackets and trousers embroidered in silver, wres- 
tled, joked and danced. As on every important oc- 
easion, Christian priests in black robes and tall black 
hats, and Mahometan dervishes in yellow robes and 
low cylindrical felt caps, mingled with the people.

plete without the women, and there they were, back of the 
fountain in the meidan—Mahometan women in their 
tscharschafe and Christian women in European dress, 
with light shawls thrown over their heads—and how 
they did chatter! ’ | 
Pathetic Patriotism. 

As the hour for the approach of the Governor drew 
near, the conservators of law and order, the policemen, 
or zabtiehs, and the soldiers appeared, forming in dou- 
ble lines to make a passageway to the palace door. Some 
of them wore soiled white cotton uniforms of tight-fit- 
ting trouscrs, and sack coats; others were seen in the 
blue woolen uniform; but so many of them looked so 
hungry and gaunt that I gazed with pity at the little 
boys from the military school. who would some day 
serve in the army. Yet all of them joined in the loud 
shout, “Long live the Sultan!” “Long live the Caliph!” 
“They are fit instruments for the perpetration of mas- 
sacres,” I thought, but little dreamed how well they 
were to do their work. — 

Very many poor people, shrinking away in their rags 
from the better-dressed folk, were to be se@n every- 
where at the edge of the crowd. Times were hard 
that year. Rumors of war and widespread suspense 
had stified business activity, and the very poor had 
suffered most. These rumors caused a noticeable re- 
straint in the manners of Christians and Mahometans. 
That morning a quarrel in the market between men of 
the two races had almost ended in bloodshed. During 
the summer Turks had killed Armenians in the market. 
when the occasion was a dispute over some trivial 
matter. Murders on the highways were more frequent 
than usual. The Mahometans were lavish in their ex- 
penditures for arms and weapons of all sorts. So on 
the national holiday the Armenians were just enough 
in evidence to escape being accused of treasonable in- 
difference toward their ruler and their country’s wel- 
fare.

This is an honest concern and the 
following reply is based on facts: “We sent a repre- 
sentative to make a tour of the cultivated rubber groves 
in Mexico that had been tapped and their products mar- 
keted. At a plantation near the town of Tuxtepec, on 
the Gulf side of the State of Oaxaca, near the line of the 
State of Vera Cruz, the planter stated that he had tapped 
259 of his trees and obtained from them 800 pounds of 
clean rubber ready for market. A few of these trees 
were planted eighteen or twenty years ago and yielded as 
high as twelve pounds, but the most of them were from 
seven to nine years old, and the average yield of the 
latter was two pounds of net rubber to the tree. Five 
months after being tapped, these trees were in fine 
condition, the wounds in the bark being filled with the

THE YANKEE SCHOOL -AFAR. 


How THE Fruipinos TAKE TO AMKBICAN 
MoDE or EDUCATION. 


{Minneapolis Times:] In illustration of the interest 
taken by the Filipinos in school matters, John F. Jen- 
nings, secretary to the general superintendent of edu- 
cation, relates the following: 7 

In Olongape, Zambeles, there was a wedding one night 
and a large share of the beauty and the chivalry had 
gathered there. When the night school opened, the 
presidente, who was one of the pupils as well as a per- 
son high in authority, noticed that there was a very, 
very smal] attendanca Waxing wroth % once he blow 
his police whistle and ordered officers to bring all tho 
men who were enrolied on the night schoo! lists either 
to the schoolhouse or the jail. Immediately, writes Mr. 
Jennings, there was a full attendance in wedding array. 

Surely there is hope for a poople that will submit 
quietly to the interruption of a marriaze fcast and the 
haling of the male guests away to school. We are wont 
to think of the Filipinos—evcn the most tractable of 
them—as care-frec, happy-go-lucky, cock-fighting, 
gambling, grown-up childrca. The estimate may be in 
the main correct, but the authorities over there note 
surprising improvement and are especially gratified at 
the interest manifested in the schools. The inhabitants 
are eager to learn the English language and proud of 
their accomplishments in that direction. Sehool children 
have a look of triumph when they can shout “Good 
morning, teacher,” and the usual English greetings are 
quite common now, even in remote towns. This spirit 
being general, ancient customs and old prejutices will 
not hold out long. The people—the younger gencration 
at leasi—scem anxious to be Americanized. 

A review of the Yankee school teacher's invasion of 
the Philippines may not be devoid of interest. Mr. 
Jennings admits that the plan of education in vogue 
at the time of American occupation would have been 
effective if carried out properly. The plan was all right 
but execution was gravely faulty. The commanding 
officers of the army first saw the need of schools and 
proceeded to establish them, beginning with soldiers as 
teachers. September, 1901, a school system on a largo 
scale was in operation. Sixteen division superintendents 
and 600 teachers were at work. When the first quarter | 
of 1902 arrived there were 900 American teachers at their 
posts, and 3000 native teachers were at work under their 
direction. More than 200,000 children were attending 
school during the day and 20,000 adulta were receiving 
instruction in the night schools. As we have seen, the 


‘people prize their schools, and particularly enthusiastic 


are those who are attending the night schools. 
They prefer ‘American teachers and if all the requests 
were granted the quota of 1000 would be greatly ex- 

There are difficulties, of course, and serious ones, 
but as a rule the people are proud of their schools and 
their interest did not wane, as many feared it would, 
when the noveKy of the idea wore off. 


CUPID IN CONGRESS. 

The election of Prince Oupid Kalanianaoiaa, thé 
delegate from Hawali introduces to the Congress of the 
United States its first member of royal blood. This 
kingly scion will be without a vote. He will get his 
salary and the privilege of the floor and that will let him | 
out. Prince Cupid's real name is Jonah Kunio Kala- 
nianaoiaa. It is written thus by native Hawaiians in 
this city who know him and his family. He is a brother 
of Prince David, who was a delegate to the National 
Democratic Convention in 1900, and who cast the vote 
maintaining silver in the Democratic platform. 

The generally accepted name of Prince Cupid came 
to him not at his baptism, but by general consent. It 
is so thoroughly attached to him that it would be im- 
possible to speak to him in public either in Hawaii or 
elsewhere as other than Prince Cupid. He has been 
elected as a Republican, but his personal sympathies are 
strongly royalist. 

Those who know Prince Cupid here say he is bellig- 
erent and touchy on points of honor regarding himself 
or his race. He is a born fighter, and when the Boer 
war broke out he tendered his services to the British 
government as a soldier and saw active duty on the 
veldts of South Africa. He has a medal from the King 
of Great Britaim in recognition of his soldierly bearing 
and faithful service under his adopted flag. 

It is stated that Prince Cupid will violently resent an 
insult fancied or real. 

He has been mixed up in many personal] quarrels in 
his own country and is a man whose anger is feared 
more than any other native. He is married to a native 
Hawaiian woman and affects the society of his own 
people rather than the American or non-native elements 
of the inhabitants of the archipelago.—[ Unidentified. 


HINTS ON TABLE SERVICE. 

The salad, crisp and inviting, should always be placed 
It should be 
in individual portions on plates at the left of the forks, 
the bread-and-butter plates being at the tips of the tines 
of the same implements with two butter balls and the 
butter knife upon it. If radishes or olives are served 
then a few of these, together with a small mound of salt, 
are on the plate with the butter. There always should 
be two thin slices of bread on the plate also. The soup 
should be on the table when the family sits down and the 
daughter in charge of the dining-room for the week 
should remove the soup plates deftly, put them on a 
large hotel tray, resting on a heavy stand with rollers. 
This tray, by the way, should be large enough to hold 
all the dishes for the dimner and be placed behind a 
screen near the door leading to the kitchen.

“The average California gravel miner has an outspoken 
contempt for the average Chinese “mucker,” whom the 
economy of mine management makes the co-worker and 
subordinate of the white man underground. In the main 
the Chinese merit the contempt. They are ignorant, 
speaking only a curious jargon-English, that is wholly 
Chinese in inflection and partly so in vocabulary, and 
understanding only when spoken to in kind. They are 
panic-stricken in times of danger and blindly super- 
stitious. A strange I‘ght underground in a place where 
a Chinaman has been killed will send every one of the 
chattering crew out of the mine, and nothing can drive 
them back to the haunt of the “spirit.” They are 
hak, mostly because it is expedient, but need watch- 
ing when work is to be done or when the gold shows 
rich in the gravel. 

So it was perhaps to Goonah's greater honor that they’ 
made of him a brave man among men. 

They were hard-handed, toughened miners, but the 
best lot on the Divide—so the people of the High Sierras 
said. A loud-swearing, heavy-drinking, reckless crowd, 
a queer mixture of Scotch, English and Irish-American— 
they were hard workers when they worked and free and 
riotous spenders when they played, which was whenever 
money enough and a holiday could be gained to take 
them and keep them for a time at the green-topped 
tables in the nearest town, fourteen miles down the 
Divide. But all of them, with not one exception, were 
generous, heartful men, ever ready to contribute to the 
aid of the unfortunate and leaving no needful charity 
undone, 

Ever accustomed to danger, chancing death daily ia 
the deadly fumes of powder smoke, in the hidden] 
menace of high explosives, in the treacherous firmness 
of walls of rock and gravel, they judged a man much 
by his nerve in the face of death, and respected him ac- 
cordingly. 3 

So it was that the miners of the Golden River mina, 
in the High Sierras of California, made a hero of my 
little Mongolian partner, Goonah, and told the story of 
his deed long after the maimed and crushed body of the 
girl-faced, sad-eyed codlie had stiffened in death.

His Skin Has SUDDENLY BECOME 
| VERY FASHIONABLE. 


“To think,” these articles said, “of the 
killing 5000 squirrels in order to make one 
Mankind has never seen a fashion so cruel and bloody. 
By millions these gay and beautiful little animals are 
now dying all over the world, in order to gratify the 
vanity of women. She is a monster who would consent 
to wear a squirrel skin coat.” 

Those words have a plausible sound, and the imag- 
irfative person inclines to shudder upon reading them. 
But as a matter of fact, they have no foundation in 
truth, for the leap into popularity of squirrel skin has 
not caused the death of a single squirrel. That state- 
ment seems inexplicable, but its explanation is most 
simple. For years and years—twenty years, thirty 
years, forty years—squirrel skins by the millions have 
been accumulating in the Siberian storehouses of the 
Russian government. Hence it has been easy, by draw- 
ing on this vast stock, to fill all the orders for squirrel 
skins without depleting in the least degree the stock of 
squirrels themselves. 

Many persons think that the squirrel-skin garments 
they see everywhere about them are made from the 
coat of the American squirrel. This is not true in a single 
instance. The hide, or leather, of the American squir- 
rel has a quality of stiffness and toughness which the 
most careful tanning will not suffice to remove; and the 
fur of the American squirrel] is coarse and harsh. The 
Siberian squirrel alone gives his skin to the new fashion. 

The peasants of Siberia pay their taxes in squirrel 
skins. In certain parts of their barren and cold coun- 
try squirrel skins are as much the coin of the realm as, 
in America, bank notes and silver are. People pay their 
physicians, their grocers, their landlords, with these 
skins. And the Russian government, accepting them 
from time immemorial for taxes, has now enough on 
hand to supply the most ravenous demand for an in- 
definite number of years. . 

The Siberian squirrel looks like the American gray 
squirrel. A cheerful, active, bustling animal, it propa- 
gates with great rapidity, and is trapped with ease. The 
most common sort of trap is made in the fork of a hol- 
low tree. Here a store of nuts is set, and the section 
of wood upon which the squirrel must stand to reach the 
nuts, is set on a kind of pivot, so that the squirrel’s 
weight causes the bottom, so to speak, to fall out of the 
tree -fork, and the animal is suddenly dropped down 
through 


the hollow trunk into a little chamber under 
the soil. Immediately, then, the pivoted section of the 
wood pack into place agaiu, and the trap is set 


squirrels are found in the Sacamina district, 
Arctic Circle. They are very scarce. A blouse of 
a blouse reaching only to the waint—costs $250. 
—reaching a little below the hips—costs about 
An automobile coat, coming to the knees, costs $500. 
The next best quality of skins comes from the Talutski 
district, and the next best from the Yeneseiki district. 
The cheapest skins (a light color, tinged with red,) 
come from Tobolsk and Kazan. . 

Squirrel skins are all dressed in one place—in Weis- 
senfels, a town that produces a chemical clay and salt 
to be found nowhere else. This clay alone will cure 
the skins in a proper manner. That is why the entiré 
trade in curing, tanning and dressing the skins of 
Siberian squirrels finds itself confined to the one town 
of Weissenfels. Twenty firms there are engaged in this. 
business. 

America imported last year only 20,000 squirrel skins. 
These skins cost, on the average, 12 cents apiece. This 
year America has imported, up to the present time, 4,- 
000,000 squirrel skins. They cost, on the average, 35 
cents apiece. Last year America spent $2400 for squir- 
rel skins. This year she hag spent, so far, $1,400,000. 
The increase in the cost of the skins has been one of 200 


born. But just now the business is brisk enough. The 
furriers of America have dropped almost everything else 


as possible. 

“The beck of a squirrel is gray; the belly is white. 
Each measures about 3x7 inches. To make a coat, you 
first trim off the skins’ irregular head and leg and tail 
pieces, working each skin down to two oblongs—one gray 
one, the back; one white one, the belly. The belly is 
used for linings. The gray pieces are sewed together, 
into the size and shape that is desired—a sleeve, a col- 
lar, a back, and these big pieces are then blocked. That 
is to say, they are tacked to boards, after being stretched | 
to their utmost tension. While they are stretched on 
these boards, they are cut out, the patterns being laid on 
them, and the superfluous edges being trimmed off with 
a sharp knife. After the stretching, the skin is as pliable, 
as easily handled, as broadcloth. The rest of the mak- 
ing of the coat is mere tailoring. | 

“For a short coat, it takes 150 skins. For a long 
it takes 300 skins. There is fifteen days’ 
man on @ short coat, and thirty days’ work 
a long one.” W. B.

W R. M.. PASADENA... writes: “We are build- 


ing a bungalow of five rooms here in Pasadena. 

*: am somewhat puzzled about a few things and 
as 1 like your suggestions I thought I would ask you 
to help me.

The parlor, which ig 11% feet by 13% feet has 
bay-window with seat and three small square stationary 
windows in a row adjoining each other set in a north 
wall; there will be a fireplace in this room and the 
opening into the small hall wil] be on the same wall as 
the 4%-foot sliding door into the dining-room, and it 


will be a 4-foot opening with grille work overhead 


and no door; this is a north room and we had 
thought to have it finished in china gloss, white paint 
with rather deep green tinting for the walls and cream 
ceiling. Now some friends suggest that the small hall 
be painted and tinted the same as the parlor, to be made 
appear as a part of the parlor, but we do not like the 
idea of the large front door opening back into the del- 
icate white hall, nor of the pure white hall door opening 
into the jet-black dining-room, suggesting rather an 
undertaker’s place. The way we have partially solved 
this problem is to finish the hall, which is 4x8 feet, in 
the natural Oregon pine with a nice rubbed-down finish. 
We would be, very grateful to you for an opinion on 
this, and also suggestions as to changes of a parlor, the 
whole of it. We had thought to get samples of the 
shades of tinting we desire in wal] paper for the deco- 
ration to go by. The only objection I have to the black 
dining-room is that it shows dust so badly, and my ob- 
jection te white parlors is that they often seem charac-

hang in straight, unbroken folds, and this is the treat- 
ment your window calis for. An even line at the top 
can then be kept, as the central curtains should drop 
over the smaler panes at top also. Green and white-

dows, leaving central one all in white. You can then 
use the chintz at the other windows if you feel so dis- 
posed. Do not hesitate to individualize this window 
in this way. I assure you it will look well. Flute a 
piece of raw silk in the exact shade of green of your 
walls over the square of glass at the front door. The 
dest effect you could get in your living-room would be 
to paper your side walls with plain green and give 
your ceiling above the picture mold a cream wash. Do 
not have figured ceilings in here in any case. A din- 
ing-room in dull blue would open beautifully this

golden-oak furniture. A rug of the “‘rewoven" Brussels, 
which has something of a fine rag-carpet effect, would 
be handsome and wear indefinitely on your living-room 
floor, and in your dining-room you could use one of 
washable blue and white cotton. ‘They are of Japanese 
weave | think, and smal! ones are sometimes used in 
bathrooms, but I know of a large one which lies in an 
extremely handsome blue dining-room and looks well 
there. They are easily cleaned and scem never to wear 
out. 


A Parlor With White Woodwork. 


RS. R. W. D., Los Angeles, writes: “I have pre- 
served about twenty-five ‘House Beautiful’ pages 
from the Times Magazine and stilledesire more in- 
formation.

I 
arrange for the bay window? Have cream net vnes 
for the high row of small two-foot windows. What 
kind of an inexpensive mantel sha]! we have for par- 
lor? One without mirror; am afraid brick will be too 
expensive. If we make the parlor white will mante} 
have to be white also? All the doors are of nice. yellow 
pine. The center windows of both of the bay windows 
are 4x5 feet 9 inches, with diamond-shaped glass in 
the transoms. If the parlor is white, would the shades 
need to be also? The house is built on side hill wirh 
immense basement and commands beautiful view.” 

I like the idea of your white and green parlor Im- 
mensely, and think you could not do better than as 
you suggest about woodwork in hall. You will not 
find you black paint in dining-room funereal; on the 
contrary, it gives an effect of brilliancy. The ceiling 
with red walls should not be corn color, but a creamy 
tan, which is café-au-lait. You will have to cut your 
lace curtains the exact length of your windows, if you 
are not going to fasten them back. If you intend to 
drape them, cut them a foot longer. Do not be tempted, 
if you like to cut them, to drape them over at the 
top in any way. A mantel for your parlor, if of white 
wood (and there is nothing prettier,) should be on 
rather colonial lines—that is, simple and graceful and 
somewhat classic. You can use cream-colored zhades 
in your parlor, with white weodwork, or even yellow 
ones, if you prefer them. is .

For, on opening my 
eyes, I saw a heavenly houri, whose face shone as the 
face of the sun. Her feet were on the earth, but her 
head reached as high as the fourth heaven. How could 
I—a man of ordinary stature—make love to an houri 
whose height, even among the ladies of Paradise, must 
have been a swallow’'s flight above the average? True, 
I might sit in adoration at her feet, but that a taller 
man than I would have the pleasure of kissing her lips 
seemed only too likely. This thought was a blasphemy 
in itself; and no sooner did it creep into this unregen- 
erate mind of mine than two angels caught me by the 
hands and threw me into the burning furnace of hell. 
And this sudden change in my fortunes corresponded 
with the actions of my friends in taking me out of the 
tank and putting me to bed, and applying a hot remedy 
to what they believed to be a cold disease. Y4-Allah 
how I burned, but- without consuming, in that fire of the 
unredeemed.

The exhilaration of a swift ascent filled my 
soul with thanksgiving, and a_ shriek—like a throb of 
pain—darted through me from without, striking on the 
drum of consciousness within me.

Credulity of the True Believer. 
Meanwhile, we had reached the northern extremity 


of Mossaa street, where in a shop | noticed a number 


of smal! bazs of yellow leather contining, as Seyyid All 
‘informe? me, the celebrated henna of Wady Fatima. 
This valley, called after the Prophet's daughter, the 
wife of AN, his cousin, is situated about eight hours’ 
journey to the nofthwest of Mecca, on the road to 
Modiua. The whole neighborhood abounds In the shrub 
from whose pounded leaves the henna paste {s produced. 
The act of dyeing the hair with henna Is known by the 
name of khezali, and is so popular among the Moham- 
'medans of both sexes that it has come to be almost a 
religious rite. The devout dye their hands and feet and 
hair once a week, the paste giving to the skin an orange- 
reddish color, and deepening the original shade of dark 
hair to a ruddy black. On the hammdam day the henna 
is taken to the bath; the attendant forms it into a paste 
in small dishes used for the-purpose and called jamé- 
henna; the decoction should be allowed to stand for half 
an hour before it is laid on, after which it is applied 
to the skin and the hair. There are special] women ar- 
tists who draw, on the soles of the feet and the palms 
of the hands, all manner of pictures with this dye. 
Sometimes a whole love episode is thus illustrated. Not 
less than eight hours are devoted to the practice, the 
victims—women, of course—lying with outstretched 
limbs, for the henna “to take Its color.” When the 
paste is washed off at last, hands are raised to the 
words: “O God, I give thanks to Thee, for the day's 
work is over!” 

If one neglects to make use of the dye one runs the 
risk of bringing misfortune and leprosy on one’s whole 
family. The henna of Wady Fatima, which has a per- 
fume peculiar to itself, is considered particularly 
blessed. I was told by the shopkeeper—a prejudiced 
person, no doubt—that the devil himself could be ren- 
dered harmless to the Muslim who should dye his hands 
once a week and employ an apt quotation from the 
Koran, always provided he were not clad in ihram. The 
assurance that he had sold one hundred thousand bags 
of the precious dye to the pilgrims within the month 
gave me a lively notion of the credulity of the true be- 
liever. 


Funeral of a Priest. i: 


Before leaving the shop I had the opportunity of wit- 
nessing the funeral of one of the chief priests of Mecca, 
who had died of cholera. The procession, despite the 
panic created by the epidemic, was .of considerable 
length. Half a dozen mullas, intoning passages of the 
perspicuous book, led the way. These were followed by 
twelve unkempt dervishes in quaint uniforms, recitifig 
in unison the praises of the dead priest. Then came 
the rough bier peculiar to Mecca on the shoulders of ten 
pilgrims of as many nationalities. The son, supported 
by two stalwart priests, and the chief mourners came 
next, and after them the women, about twenty in num- 
ber, and a crowd of beggars, who had heard that the 
flesh of camels was to be distributed among them. Ev- 
ery now and then, as we noticed on watching the pro- 
cession pass by, the bearers would be relieved of their 
burden by the most eager among the bystanders, for it 
is a tradition that seventy thousand angels will praise 
the man who lends a helping hand in carrying the dead 
to the cemetery. A frequent cry went up of “O Lord, 
may his sins be forgiven him. Praise be with Moham- 
med and with his people.” 

“Y4-Moulai,”” said Seyyid "Ali, “you saw how the 
people lend their assistance in order to win the approval 
of the angels? Well, I will tell you of a clever trick 
performed in Mecca last year by four Sunnis who had 
murdered a Shiah in a lodging-house. One of the assas- 
sins was chosen by the arbitrament of the estekhareh 
to buy the bier and to bring it to the house where the 
body lay. That being done, the mutilated corpse was 
laid inside by the four men, who, so to speak, bore the 
burden of their misdeed into the street. The passers-by, 
seeing a funeral, hastened to offer their help in carry- 
ing the corpse to its resting place. No sooner was each 
one of the assassins relieved than he made good his 
escape, so that by the time the washing-house was 
reached tke culprits had all disappeared. The crimé 


Suspicion fell on the bearers—half a dozen strange pil- 
grims who had lent a willing shoulder—and they were 
brought before the Kazi on the charge of murder. They 
only escaped death by paying a heavy sum in blood 
money.” 


Invincible Folly. 


We pursued ofr course eastward to the temporary 
Syrian bazaar called Sughé-Shami. Goods from all parts 
of Syria—from the town of Smyrna to the remotest fast- 
nesses of Lebanon—were to be found there. The. Syr- 
ians, who are undoubtedly the most pushing business 
men in the East, drove a lively trade in silk stuffs from 
Damascus and Aleppo, as well as in European cotton 
prints and steel ware. The steel ware was sold as 
“Inglisi,” though it was generaHy of German manufac- 
ture, imported into Asia Minor either direct from the 
Fatherland or from Constantinople. I saw “Inglisi” silk 
umbrellas, with what appeared to be silver handles, 
priced at half a mejidi, or about two shillings. German 
watches, guaranteed to be “Inglisi,” could be bought at 
a cost varying from four to ten shillings. On the other 
hand, Persian carpets were far more expensive there 
than they are in London, and so also were Turkish ones. 
Silk headgear called chepi and silk kerchiefs called kefi 
were in great request among the Bedouins, who pur- 
chased, besides, the dried fruits of Syria. There were 
many coffee-houses 4 la Turque. where story tellers re- 
cited in flowery language, either Arabic or Turkish, the 
tales of the Arabian Nights. The pilgrims would sit 
listening from sunrise to sunset, but my guide and I, 
having drunk a cup of coffee, proceeded on our way, 
past the Prophet's birthplace, to the Moamil or pottery 
bazaar. There, as I watched the potters at work, I 
couldn't help quoting the immortal lines of Omar 
Khayyam: - 

“For I remember stopping by the way 

To watch a potter thumping his wet clay; 

And with its all-obliterated tongue 

It murmur’d—'Gently, Brother, gently, pray.’ ”

HE HANDLED BILLIONS. 


He Hap COUNTED More MONEY THAN ANY 
OTHER MAN IN THE WORLD, , 


{New York Correspondence Kansas City Star:] Fran- 
cis G. Meyers, chief of the coin division of the New 
York subtreasury, and a _ world-famous expert on 
gold coins, who died recently, had the distinction of 
handling more gold and silver money than any other 
man in New York, and probably more than any other 
man in the world. It would be impossible to determine 
exactly how much he had fingered, but from accessible 
ficures it was estimated today that during the last 
twelve years of his connection with the subtreasury 
$2.880,000,000 in gold coin had passed through his hands. , 
In fact, every dollar in gold that came in or went out 
of the New York subtreasury was handled by him per-. 
sonally. 

He was employed in the subtreasury for twenty-three 
years, and during that time, it is approximated, he han- 
died $8,050,000,000 in gold and silver money. And he 
never made mistakes. It was never necessary for some- 
one else to count $1,000,000 in coins after him, as his 
totals were always correct. Neither was it necessary 
for anyone to scrutinize after him the coins that 
passed through his hands in order to determine whether 
there were any counterfeits among them. 

“There probably was never a better expert than he,” 
said George W. Marlor, cashier of the subtreasury. 
“It was intuition with him. He could tell a bad coin 
the instant he got it in his hand. There was an inde- 
finable something about bad pieces which he could 
not describe, but which he could detect instantly. He 
was as nearly infallivle in his specialty as any human 
being could be. When he had handled a lot of gold 
or silver coins there was no necessity of anyone else 
looking at them. Anything that passed him would 
not be discovered by others. He was born to fill the 
very place he held, and he filled it as well as it possi- 
bly could be filled.” 


ARTIFICIAL RUBIES. 
The manufacture of artificial rubies, which in appear- 
ance are as good as the natura] stones, is now an ac- 
complished fact. A demonstration of this achievement 
was given to the members of the Académie des Sciences 
yesterday afternoon. | 
Some years ago ariificial rubies were placed on the 
market, but a microscopical examination revealed the 
fact that the crystals were imperfect. The rubies manvu- 
factured by M. Verneuil, however, are of a superb red 
color, and of a purity and sparkle equal to the cenuige 
article. The cost of producing them is pot a heavy 
one, 80 that there is every reason to anticipate that 
the new discovery will lead to a sensible diminution 
in the price of the formerly precious stones. 
The rubies are obtained by a new process, in which 
the blow-pipe plays an important part, and the stones 
are both beautiful and of a goodly size. The specimen 
shown at the meeting of the academy was much ad- 
mired by the savants.—[Paris Correspondence London 
Mail.

Progressive Whittier. 


HITTIER is one of the few boom towns of South- 

ern California that has made a large and steady 

growth from the beginning. Developments are 
now under way that promise a still more rapid advance 
in the near future. The Whittier News says: 

“Important events are materializing very rapidly in 
connection with the growth and development of Whit- 
tier and the surrounding country. Probably no other 
section of Southern California is to be the scene of so 
great business and real estate activity during the com- 
ing year as is now outlined for Whittier. There are 
two distinct propositions in this line that are being 
rapidly brought to public attention. 

“First, the city of Whittier is to be on the main line 
of the Huntington four-track suburban electric railway 
system extending in a southeasterly direction from the 
city of Los Angeles to Whittier, thence out through the 
La Habra Valley. This is to be, as is well known, a 
first-class electric system of railroads for the carrying 
of passengers and freight. 

“The rights of way are now being obtained along 
this line, and the main line is now definitely located 
through Whittier to the La Habra Valley. 

“This right of way is 120 feet wide, so as to accom- 
modate a four-track main line—two tracks for passen- 
gers and two tracks for freight. Whether or not the 
tracks for the freight traffic are to be put in at once 
is not stated, but the tracks for the passenger traffic 
are to be built without delay, and they are to be of 
the same class of work now found on the Huntington 
line connecting Long Beach with Los Angeles. 

“There will be a branch line starting out from the 
main line a few miles east of Whittier, that will be ex- 
tended to Fullerton, Anaheim and Santa Ana Beyond 
that point the record has not been made public. 

“The programme for the main four-track line is made 
for its extension to Riverside, Redlands and San Ber- 
nardino, there to connect with a similar line to be 
built eastward from Los Angeles to Pomona and On- 
tario, thus forming a loop that will furnish the great 
popular round-trip pleasure excursion, not only for 
tourists who come here by the hundreds of thousands, 
but also for the hundreds of thousands of our own peo- 
ple Hving along the line. This will furnish the finest 
trip to be found on the Pacific Coast, and Whittier will 
be one of the show places along that line. 

“Second, heretofore the water supply of Whittier and 
vicinity for irrigation purposes has been very limited— 
certainly inadequate to the needs of this locality. 

“The East Whittier Land and Water Company has 
been furnishing water to only about 2000 acres of land. 
This water has been secured from wells in a tract of 
land in and along the bed of the San Gabriel River 
about eight miles northwest of Whittier. on the north 
side of the Southern Pacific Overland Railway, just 
west of Bassett station. The underground supply of 
water in this tract is practically inexhaustible. It only 
needs intelligent developmcnt. 

“A few weeks since Messrs, George Chaffey and N. 
W. Stowell bought the stock of this company with a 
view to enlarging and improving the system, thus 


securing a much larger supply of water and materially 


extending the irrizated section out over the choice 
foothill frostless lands tothe east and southeast of 
Whittier. 

“Already the company under its new management, 
who are able to furnish all the funds necessary for thie 
extensive work, has put down one new well to a deptr 
of 750 feet, with a 15-inch casing, and this entire -dis- 
tance the casing has passed through coarse gravel and 
boulders which form the finest kind of a -water-bearing 
strata, and the work of deepening this deep well still 
continues. This is said to be the deepest well put 
down for water in Southern California of that size of 
casing. Other wells are being put down, and this work 
of well boring will continue so long as more water 
is needed, until the 800 inches for 8000 acres of land 
for the Mutual Water companies now incorporated are 
obtained. 

“A 2o0-horse-power Corliss engine is now being put 
in position at the head works to pump the water from 
the wells into the canal. 

“The main canal for conveying this water supply 
from the wells to Whittier and a few miles below was 
built several years ago, but the new managemegt now 
propose to partially reconstruct this conduit so as to 
put the systém in first-class order. ; 

“A survey for a 30-inch pipe line to carry the water 
supply still farther down the valley to the La Habra 
tract, ten miles below Whittier, is now being made, 
and the pipe line will be completed ready for use, it 
is said, within the next three months. 

“At the end of this pipe line water rights for 2000 
acres of land have recently been sold, and applica- 
tions are being made daily for water rights for other | 
tracts of land located from Whittier eastward. 

“These water rights are sold at $35 per acre, subject 
to a bonded debt due in thirty years for $35 an acre 
more. The land is worth from $75 to $125 an acre 
without the extra stock. 

“This 2000 acres of choice land at the end of the 
proposed pipe line will be on the main line of the 


Huntington four-track suburban system. 


The way that this additional stock is being taken 


all the extra 6000 shares will soon be gone, and there 
will be a demand for more water stock. No stock will 
be held for land along the line. Those who want the 
water will have to take it as it goes or run the risk of 
paying a higher rate for the same, or do what will prove 
to be much worse, fail to get any stock at any price. 
There is more land under that system than there is 
water to put in the system,and therefore some of the 
land must go dry. The first come, the first served. 
Much of the land along the foothill slope for several 
miles easterly from Whittier is in the frostless belt, 
where winter vegetables can be grown successfully, 
and where killing frosts are unknown. It is as frost- 
leas as the celebrated Cahuenga Valley, and has the 
advantage of having an abundant supply of water. 

“There is no climate in California that is superior 
to this foothill slope. Heretofore it has been short of 
water and not easy of access. These two drawbacks 
being overcome, Whittier is destined to become the 
home of the wealthy that have heretofore flocked to 
Pasadena. The future is bright, and the News will 
take pride from week to week in placing all facts rela- 
tive to the present remarkable developments before its 
readers.” 

Chance for Los Angeles.

Fertilizer Manufactory.’ 


N ACCOUNT of the manufacture of fertilizers near 

that town is given in the Ontario Record. The 
plant was established by the Southern California Fer- 
tilizer Company, which concern was formed last May. 
The officers of the company are: R. P. Sibley of Los 
Angeles, president; N. L. Mitchell, vice-president; 
George W. Gooch, chemist and secretary-manager: I. 
S. Miller and P. M. Dyar being additional directors. 

After the corporation was formed, land was secured 
south on the Southern Pacific track and a fine building 
adapted to the needs of the factory was built, the 
Structure being 40x100 feet on the grouad and twenty- 
two feet to the eaves. It is al! fitted up for factory 
purposes, while office and laboratory rooms, well equip- 
ped, are provided. In the factory has been installed 
machinery of the latest patterns for crinding and mix- 
ing fertilizer materials, with elevators for handling the 
goods with the minimum of labor. 

A feature of the enterprise is that the company invites 
everybody who-has use for fertilizers to visit the fac- 
toy and make a careful inspection of the material used. 
see the goods mixed and sacked, and view for himself. 
aside from the chemist’s analysis, just what he is get- 
ting. 

“The ingredients going into fertilizers aside from the 
base are almost entirely imported,” says the Record. 
“The superphosphates and double superphosphates are 
imported from Germany, the sulphate of potash from 
Germany, and the nitrate of soda from Chile. These 
goods are bought in the same way as all American deal- 
ers must buy and for the same prices, through commis- 
sion houses representing the foreign producers,”

If one compart- 
ment is too moist, the canvass tent is raised for an hour 
or two at night—or opposite treatment given if occa- 
sion requires. Mr. Teague shipped over seventy-five cars 
this past summer, handled by this method. All of those 
cars were shipped under ventilation. The highest car 
netted $1200 f.0.b. Santa Paula; there were over twenty- 
five cars that netted over $1100 f.0.b., and the lowest sale 
netted $500 per oar f.0.b.

SUGGESTIONS FOR ACQUIRING AND 
PRESERVING HEALTH. 


Compiled for The Times. 
Household Disinfectants, 


HE question of disinfection is a very important one, 

It is true that there has been a tendency of late to 

exaggerate the danger from bacteria and microbes, 
still, the importance of thorough cleanliness is clearly 
shown by the decrease in deaths that has followed the 
use of antiseptic methods in surgery. 

In regard to the best means of disinfecting houses, 
clothing, etc., much ignorance exists among the general 
public. At the request of The Times, Dr. W. Gordon 
McNeil of the Idyllwild Sanatorium has written the fol- 
lowing interesting and valuable article on the subject, 
which readers of The Times would do well to preserve 
for reference: 

“In these days, when a large percentage of our trou- 
bles, physical, mental and financial, can be traced to 
some form of festive microbe, it is very essential that 
every housewife should know something of the principle 
and practice of disinfection. 

“It is also necessary to have a praper understanding of 
the terms in general use, that one may read and work 
intelligently. Strictly speaking, a disinfectant is an 
agent which will destroy the infectious power of a germ, 
but it does not necessarily kill. When the agent Is 
strong enough to destroy the germ, it is called a germi- 
cide. Thus a germicide is a disinfectant, but a disin- 
fectant is not necessarily a germicide. -An antiseptic is 
an agent which retards or arrests bacterial growth, and 
the consequent production of poisons. A deodorant is af 
agent which removes or destroys offensive odors, and 
may be, but is not necessarily, a disinfectant. 

“Of the disinfectants in common use, heat is the most 
effective, and should be used wherever possible. It is 
safe to say that boiling for fifteen minutes will kill all 
known germs, especially if a little washing soda be 
added to the water. All things considered, steam is 
probably the most satisfactory, as it is cheap, easily . 
manipulated and not liable to injure the article to be 
disinfected. As there can be no partial disinfection, it is 
best to purchase a reliable apparatus made for the pur- 
pose. The small steam sterilizers made for household 
use are very cheap and durable, and can be used to dis- 
infect clothing, articles of food, milk, dishes, etc. One 
should be in every home, where, if frequently used, it 
will save many doctor bills. - : 

“Among chemicals,.chloride of lime is one of the 
most serviceable disinfectants known, on account of its 
cheapness, and because it is_not so highly poisonous as 
many in use. A solution the strength of three drams to 
a quart of water should be kept on hand and used freely 
in drains, eccllar, sick chamber and wherever filth may 
collect. All excreta from the sick room should be mixed 
with an equal portion of the solution and allowed to 
stand for several hours before they are finally disposed 
of. The odor of the lime may be readily removed by 
exposing cloths saturated with the solution of washing 
soda in the room where the lime has been used, 

“For a long time corrosive sublimate has been re- 
garded as the most reliable chemical for disinfectant 
purposes, but on account of its very poisonous nature. 
it is not safe for general use. However, where proper 
care can be used and quick results are desired, the fol- 
- Jowing formula is one of the best:. 

Water to make one gallon. 

(Label poison.) 

“A solution of carbolic acid is very efficient in the 
cleaning of apactmeats after having been occupied by 
the sick. For this purpose a solution the strength of 
one ©iuce of carbolic acid to one quart of water should 
be used frecly in washing the floors, walls, and furniture. 
It is also of great value in the disinfection of soiled 
clothing and bedding, as it does not fix the stains and 
yet disinfects them thoroughly. 

“After a sick room has been vacated it should be 
fumigated. Formaldehyde is po doubt the most valuable 
for this purpose, but a special apparatus is required in 
order to do the work thoroughly. Sulphur, when prop- 
erly used, is very effective. As it acts best in the pres- 
ence.of moisture, all articles in the room should be 
sprayed with water. All cracks and crevices having been 
closed, at least three pounds of sulphur should be burned 
in a room twelve feet square, larger rooms in proportion. 
After having been closed for twenty-four hours, the 
room should be thrown open and thoroughly aired, the 
floor, walls and. articles of furniture cleaned with-the 
carbolic acid solution, or a hot 4 per cent. solution of 
toda. The bedding and linen must be boiled, or soaked 
for several hours in one of the chemical solutions 
named. 

“But after all, we should not overlook the greatest of 
all disinfectants, fresh air and sunlight. Should they be 
withdrawn, our enemies would multiply so rapidly that 
a sea of chemicals could not save us. The direct rays of 
the sun, under favorable conditions, will kill all or- 
dinary orzsanisms in one-half hour, but unfortunately 
they have but little penetrating power and so cannot be 
relied upon exclusively. Where the sunlight can be com- 
bined with a dry air, it is far more effectiv>. and it is 
for this rexson that our native mortality is so much 
lower than that of the more humid climes.” 


Catarrh. 


HE following communicatioy is from W. H. Marauis 
of Beaumont, Cal.: 

“Of the many ills to which flesh is heir, none is more 
common probably than catarrh in some form. The writer 
lives in one of the healthiest localities in-Southern Cali- 
fornia, nearly 2600 feet above sea leyel. He spends much 
time out of doors, sleeps out in the summer. He exer- 
_ Cises, eats plain, nourishing food, has well-nigh perfect 
digestion. His general health is excellent, except that

is is a sufferer from nasal catarrh constantly. _ 
“Im the summer time scabs form, which are coughed 


discharge of mucus daily. When a little cold is con- 
tracted, it settles in the head, sometimes in one side, 
sometimes in the other. The passage becomes inflamed, 
a dull pain is felt over the eye and about the cheek- 
bone. Several handkerchiefs daily will be saturated 
with a thin, yellow fluid that will run in a stream from 
one nostril. Such is the character of this fluid that the 
handkerchiefs used must be.soaked in clear water first 


and then boiled to remove the stains. 


_“T have tried different remedies, but without relief. I 
have used salt and water. At times the discharge is one- 
half blood. I am now trying pure olive oil, slightly 
warmed. For many years I lived near the coast, but 
suffered more than I have in the interior. 

“Do you know of any real remedy or relief?” 

Nasal catarrh is an offensive and obstinate ailment. 
but it can be cured by hygienic methods, provided the 
patient has sufficient determination and perseverance. 
It must not, however, be expected that a malady which 
has held a grip upon the system for years can be got 
rid of in a few weeks. Most people fail to persevere in 
hygienic treatment. They find it much easier to take 
some widely-advertised compound from a bottle. This 
is about the course of treatment recommended to the 
above inquirer: 

Continue to spend as much time as possible out of 
doors, sleeping in the fresh air, also exercising and eat- 
ing plain, nourishing food. Begin with-a complete fast 
of forty-eight hours, drinking plenty of soft water—dis- 
tilled water if possible—then adopt the no-breakfast 
plan, taking in the morning a tumblerful of hot water, 
in which have been steeped a few eucalyptus leaves, or 
with a couple of drops of eucalyptus oil. Eat little meat, 
no pork or grease, cakes, pastry or hot biscuits, but 
plenty of fruit, with some well-baked wholemeal bread, 
but not too much bread. An hour before each meal take 
a glass of hot water, with a little lemon juice, and after 
each meal three or four charcoal tablets. Drink be- 
tween meals—but not with—plenty of soft water. Avoid 
alcoholic drinks, tobacco, tea and coffee. Take a salt 
scrub of the whole body every morning on arising. Pro- 
cure one of the cabinet vapor baths, that may be pur- 
chased for $5 or less, and take a sweat bath twice a 
week, followed by a cold sponge. 

This looks like a rather hard regimen, but there is no 
royal road to health. If this advice is carefully fol- 
lowed for three months, the correspondent may depend 
upon it that he will notice so much improvement ia his 
condition that he will be willing to keep it up until a 
complete cure is established.’

Dlack Baby With White Parents. 


JY ERE is a yarn from the Healthy Home. It ts re- 
assuring to read that the “characters of both mother 
and father were above suspicion:” 

“The office of the Healthy Home was visited, not long 
since, by a clergyman who happened, in the course of 
conversation, to relate a case which is interesting not 
only for its pathetic features, but also because it illus- 
trates a great natural law which is but little understood, 
even by scientists. A brother clergyman told the story, 
having personal acquaintance with all the interested 
parties, so that the case may be relied upon as strietly 
true 

“A beautiful and well-bred girl in the parish of the 
minister referred to, became engaged to and married a 
wealthy and prominent young business man of a neigh- 
boring city. After the brilliant wedding they settled 
down to a happy family life, and in due course of time 
a baby was born, but, awful to relate, it proved to be a 


colored child, a veritable negro in both color and ap- 


pearance. The characters of both the mother and father 
were above suspicion, as everybody admitted who was 
conversant with the case, yet the feelings of the hus- 
band were so wrought upon by his friends that he sought 
a separation, and the happy family was broken up. 

“A fact which was not known at the time by the hus- 
band’s friends was that the wife had a minute strain of 
colored blood in her veins; although showing no trace of 
it in appearance, color or bearing. The darky baby was 
simply an instance of atavism, or reversion to type. ~ 

“Atavism is the recurrence of any pecyliarity or dis- 
ease of an ancestor in a subsequent generation after an 
intermission of a generation or two, and the great. great 
grandfather of the mother appeared, in a sense, rein- 
carnated in the little black baby. 

“This strange law has never been expounded or un- 
derstood, but it accounts for the remarkably brilliant 
children that sometimes appear in the families of very 
ordinary, mediocre, and even stupid parents. It also 
shows itself in dull children of brilliant parents, and it 
may be that, in some day not distant, the boundaries of

If you took in all the daily papers that appear ip 
| the United Kingdom the postman would deliver 247 
_ every morning at your front door. If, in addition, you 
‘ordered all the weekly newspapers, another 2244 journats 
would turn up, most of them on Saturday morning. — 
England boasts 1944 of the whole number of dv‘}'ee 
and weeklies combined; Scotland comes next with 275: 
then Ireland with 181. Wales has a number surpris- 
ing for so small a country—namely, 108; while the isl- 
ands around the British coast can boast 20 between 
them. 
Of magazines and reviews the total reaches 2446, and 
of these 536 are of a religious character. 
Although there are 456 periodicals classed as newspa- 
pers published in London, there are only 39 dailies. Of 
these 29 are morning papers, and 10 evening. This 
number, however, exceeds that of any other town ip 
the world, except Greater New York, and Greater New 
York, though less in population, covers more ground 
than does London. 
The total number of copies printed senrty is calcu- 
lated roughly at over 2,000,000,000,. which consume 
_ about 120,000 tons of paper. Piled one on top of an- 
_ Other, they would make a stack about nine miles high, 
The best and fastest press in the world, working day 
and night, would take fully sixty years to print the pa- 
pers which the people of the United Kingdom read in 
twelve months. . . . London owed its first daily 
paper to a woman. This was the “Daily Courant,” first 
‘published on March 11,/1702, three days after Queen 
Anne came to the throne. Its publisher was Elizabeth 
Mallet. It was an odd little sheet, 13 inches by 9 inches, 
and printed on one side only. The first issue contains 
but three paragraphs. The set in the British Mu- 
seum ends on the 20th of March, so it appears that 
the new enterprise had the brief existence of only 
eleven days. By 1724, however, London boasted of 
eighteen news sheets, of which three were daily. The 
London Evening Post, which appeared on December 
1, 1727, was London’s first evening paper.—[ Answers.

ground chamber. As is only natural, the prisoners 
who have been longest confined have taken up the best 
positions, changing about as fresh releases take place, 
and the only hope of the inhabitants of the dark room 
for bettering their condition is by regular rotation. 
Although the floor of this dungeon is far below the 
level of the ground, its high walls, rising above the 
street outside, could easily be pierced with windows, 
which would render the most miserable portion of the 
prison habitable and fairly comfortable by the admit- 
tance of light and air. The prisoners informed me that, 
althoygh damp in winter rose from the soil, this under- 
ground room was warmer and healthicr than the court 
outside, which during the whole winter is inches deep 
in mud. A clean mosque adjoins the courtyard, but the 
“tholba,” or scholars, among the prisoners, have taken 
up their abode in it, and keep these comfortable quar- 
ters for themselves. Even here there is overcrowding. 


The entire prison is clean, and the water supply ex- 
cellent. There is a large tank in all the prisons for the 
wasing of clothes, and little or no fever at present 


exists. though there hag been much during 
the summer. Rations of two loaves of bread! 
a day are distributed to the prisoners and are 


regularly received. They made no complaints of harsh 
treatment whatever, but stated that they found it @i- 
visable to make small tips now and again to the jailers 
out of the money that they earn by basket and panier 
making, an industry in which every prisoner seems to 


take part. They.obtain payment in full for such work, | 


which is not sold by the prison authorities, but by the 
relations and friends of the prisoners. In this prison, 
as in that which I next visited, the inmates consist al- 
most entirely of countrymen from the surrounding dis- 
tricts, and are therefore largely dependent upon the 
government rations, which are sufficient to support life, 
and upon the sale of their baskets, etc., though not a 
few receive large additions of food and comforts from 
their friends and relations. . 

In this prison an arcade should be built round the 
courtyard for protection from the rain: and an empty | 
space which adjoins the prison should be built over, as 
the overcrowding is very bad. Licht and ventilation 
would render the subterranean portion of the building 
habitable. -I was shown here a large quantity of the 
barbaric chains and fetters formerly in use, but am glad 
to be able to state _that not one single prisoner was. 
chained or fettered. 

The “Ziballa” prison was the last visited. Unlike the 
Others it possesses no courtyard, but consists of a vast 
building with an arched roof supported on a number of 
brick columns, some twenty-five or thirty feet in height. 
It is well ventilated and tolerably well lit by round holes 
in the roof, some of which have lately been enlarged. 
One hundred and ninety-three prisoners are at present 
confined within its walls; and its state is not, on the | 
whole, overcrowded. The water-supply is again excel- | 
lent, and the water good. There is a large washing 
tank; but the sanitary arrangements require some re- 
pairs, though they are by no means in bad condition. 
Here, again, the prisoners are largely dependent on gov- 
ernment rations, and upon their own work, and each 
receives two loaves a day regularly. There are no sub- 
terranean dungeons in this prison, which is lofty and 
clean, though the district in which it is situated is un- 
healthy and feverish owing to the proximity of marshes. 
Here again I saw horrible fetters and chains, but not one 
single prisoner was wearing any form of shackle of any 
kind. All, as in the other prisons, were free to pass 
where they liked within the prison walls. 

The prisoners were all well clad, being allowed to have 
any clothes of their own they may choose; many had 
warm blankets as well. All possessed a piece of mat- 
ting. many, a carpet, and a few, mattresses. There is no 
restriction placed on their bringing such comforts into 
the prisons. 

That considerable alterations and improvements are 
required in these two prisons of New Fez is not to be 
denied, but it is equally true that the horrors said to 
exist within their walls are much exaggerated, and I 
trust that my visit will remove much of the mystery 
which has always clung around these dismal buildings. 
When one considers that the jurisdiction of the three 
Bashas of Fez extends over miles of country in almost 
every direction, and over many tribes, it cannot be

due to the Sultan for what he has already done, but I 
am giad to have seen the two prisons of New Fez before 
the alterations have been carried out. A great number 
of prisoners have been already released, and the use of 
fetters and chains discontinued. Already the authorities 
have begun to collect building material at these prisons, 


and in a short time they will, it is to be hopetl, be ren- © 


dered as light and as well ventilated as is possible, an” 
the overcrowding put a stop to by making further space 
available.
